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Court ruling 
again on 
integration 


Review fails to clear Benedict Arnold 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Supreme 


Court agreed today to consider for a 
second time whether federal courts may 
reach into the suburbs to desegregate 
predominantly black inner-city schools. 


The court also agreed to decide 


whether whites are unconstitutionally 
discriminated against by a University of 
Washington law school policy that gives 
preference to minority members. But 
the court declined to hear arguments by 
policewomen in Nassau County, N.Y., 
who claim they are denied an equal 
chance at promotions. 


The Supreme Court agreed to review a 


federal appeals court ruling that the only 
constitutional way to desegregate De- 
troit city schools was to include 
predominantly white suburban school 
systems in any desegregation plan. 


The issue of crossing established 


school district and county lines in pur- 
suit of school desegregation deadlocked 
the court 4-4 last term. No precedent is 
established by tie votes. 


Michigan officials and 43 of the 


suburban Detroit school systems 
challenged the June ruling by the full 
U.S. Circuit Court in Cincinnati. The 
justices agreed to hear their appeals in 
a routine order. 


The law school admissions case has 


aroused widespread interest because of 
its potential effect on "affirmative ac- 
tion" admissions policies designed to 
increase the percentage of minority 
students. 


The appeal was brought by Marco De. 


Funis Jr. of Seattle, who brought suit 
after he was rejected twice for admis- 
sion to University of Washington law 
school. 
- De Funis charged, and school ad- 
ministrators acknowledged, that the 
school policy permitted admittance of 
minority students with lower grades and 
other qualifications. 


The Nassau County policewomen ar- 


gued that the police department and 
county civil service commission 
discriminate against women by main- 
taining a two-track promotion system 
segregated by sex. 


In other action today, the court: 
-Suspended convicted Watergate 


conspirator G. Gordon Liddy from 
practicing law before the Supreme 


Court. As is usual in such cases, the 
court ordered Liddy to show cause 
within 40 days why he should not be 
permanently prohibited from practic- 
ing law before the high court. 


-Struck down an Illinois law requiring 


voters who wanted to change party af- 
filiations to make the switch 23 months 
before a primary election. 


-Ruled that U.S. emplc ers may 


refuse to hire resident aliens without 
violating a civil rights law clause 
prohibiting discromination on the basis 
of national origin. 


-Declined to hear challenges to a 


Maine law holding oil companies liable 
for offshore spills from ships heading for 
terminals in the state's Portland Har- 
bor. 


The circuit court, while approving a 


multidistrict approach for Detroit 
desegregation, sent the case back to the 
district court for formulation of a 
specific plan. 


Lawyers for the plaintiffs who brought 


the desegregation suit in 1970 and 
lawyers for the Detroit board of educat- 
ion had maintained that Supreme Court 
review was premature. The justices 
should wait, the lawyers argued, until 
they had the District Court's plan before 
them before ruling on the constitu- 
tionality of the desegregation remedy 
proposed. 


The Circuit Court ruled 6 to 3 that the 


Detroit school board and the state of 
Michigan had acted to keep the races 
separate, and found no alternative to 
multidistrict desegregation. 


"The only feasible desegregation plan 


involves the crossing of the boundary 
lines between the Detroit School District 
and adjacent or nearby school districts 
for the limited purpose of providing an 
effective desegregation plan," said the 
circuit court majority. 


"The power to disregard such ar- 


tificial barriers is all the more clear 
where, as here, the state has been guilty 
of discrimination which had the effect of 
creating and maintaining racial 
segregation along school district lines," 
the circuit court opinion continued. 


Bombers attack 
ion No/ palace 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) -A 


Cambodian air force fighter bombed 
President Lon Nol's palace compound 
today, the second bombing of the palace 
grounds in nine months. 


Cambodian national radio said the 


president and his family were unhurt. 
But three other Cambodians were 
reported killed and 10 wounded, wit- 
nesses said. 


Military sources inside Cambodian 


headquarters said the pilot, Lt. Pech 
Lim Kuong, was on a bombing mission 
to Phnom Penh's southern perimeter, 10 
miles south of the capital, when he 
radioed that his bombs would not 
release. 


- He then broke away and headed for the 
palace as the other two planes in the 
formation were preparing to land, the 
sources said. There was no further word 
on his fate or what lay behind the 
bombing- 


Antiaircraft gunners around the 


palace said the plane stayed low after 
dropping its last bomb and then flew off 
to the east. Most bystanders said the 


plane dropped four bombs but only two 
explosions were heard. 


"We did not expect the plane to bomb, 


but then we heard the sound of the plane 
diving and we ran to get in the truck," 
said an antiaircraft gunner on- an ar- 
mored car with two .30-caliber Russian- 
made machine guns. 


Soldiers manning other antiaircraft 


guns near the palace said their guns 
wouldn't fire. 


"We have never practice fired this 


gun," said a gunner on one of the 37 mm 
pieces. "The ammunition would not fit 
in the breech even though we pushed 
down with all our strength." 


Cambodian radio appealed :o the 


people to remain cairn. 


The radio also said that U.S. charge 


d'affaires Thomas 0. Enders sent a 
message to Lon Nol which it 
oara?*rased as "reassuring the 
president of American support and 
professing shock at the treasonous act 
committed by the enemy." 


The first explosion hit a large 


conference hall inside the presidential 
compound. The next hit a minute later. 


Saxbe eligibility 
under examination 
t 
WASHINGTON (AP) -The Senate 


Judiciary Committee is taking up the 
question of whether Sen. William B. 
Saxbe, R-Ohio, can be made eligible for 
appointment as Attorney General. 


Law school professors and deans and 


the head of the Justice Department's 
Office of Legal Counsel were among the 
witnesses scheduled for today's hearing. 


At issue is whether legislation to roll 


back the attorney general's salary would 
clear away a constitutional barrier to 
Saxbe's nomination, announced by 
President Nixon more than two weeks 
ago but not yet submitted to the Senate. 


The Constitution provides that no 


member of Congress shall, during the 
time for which he was elected, be ap- 
pointed to any federal office for which 
the salary was increased during his 
term. 


In 1969, with Saxbe a member of the 


Senate, the salary of the attorney 
general and other Cabinet members was 
increased from $35,000 a year to $60,000. 


Two Judiciary Committee members, 


Sens. Sam J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C., and 
Robert C. Byrd, D-W. Va., contend that 
Saxbe's appointment as Attorney 
General would be unconstitutional until 
after the expiration of the 6-year Senate 
term to which he was elected in 1968. 


.Ervin and Byrd have argued that 


Saxbe's disqualification cannot be 
overcome by legislation to roll back the 
attorney general's salary to what it was 


before the 1969 increase. 


The Senate Post Office and Cival Ser- 


vice Committee approved the bill on 
Nov. 13 after a brief hearing, but 
Chairman Gale McGee, d-Wyo., said it 
made no judgment on the constitutional 
issue involved in the Saxbe nomination. 


It left that question to the Judiciary 


Committee, which has agreed to act on 
the measure not later than Wednesday. 


Acting Atty. Gen. Robert H. Bork told 


McGee's committee that the pay-cut bill 
"should remove any constitutional 
question" about Saxbe's appointment. 


Boric said a precedent was set in 1909 


when legislation was passed cutting the 
salary of the secretary of state to make 
Sen. Philander Knox eligible for ap- 
pointment to the Cabinet post. 


Byrd told the Senate last week that the 


1909 measure was an important legislat- 
ive precedent but "did not resolve the 
constitutional question involved." 


Ervin has sided with him in arguing 


that the passage of legislation cannot 
alter a provision of the Constitution. But 
Bork said in his testimony "the purpose 
of the constitutional provision is clearly 
met if the salary of an office is lowered 
after having been raised during the 
senator's or representative's term of 
office." 


Bork said that Saxbe's nomination will 


not be submitted to the Senate until the 
proposed pay roll back bill is passed by 
Congress.

WASHINGTON (AP) -After poring 


over time-yellowed records, an Army 
board has ruled solemnly that there isn't 
enough evidence to clear Gen. Benedict 
Arnold of Revolutionary War miscon- 
duct charges. 


But Vincent A. Lindner, a Scotch 


Plains, N.J., history buff who reopened 
the 193-year-old case, says "public 
opinion is now in Arnold's corner" and 
he's going to appeal to Congress. 


The Army's Board For Correction of 


Military Records did not look into 
treason accusations that have blackened 
Arnold's name throughout history. 


What it did examine was Lindner's 


claim that Arnold should not have been 
convicted by a 1780 court-martial on two 
charges of misconduct, including "using 
public wagons to transport private 
property." 


Lindner contends Arnold was a victim 


of "character assassination" by political 
enemies, that the prosecution never 
proved Arnold profited by his actions, 
and that the general was subjected to 
double jeopardy because a congressional 
committee previously had exonerated 
Arnold of the same charges. 


Recently, about five months after 


agreeing to consider Lindner's formal 
appeal, the Army board notified him 
that "insufficient evidence has been 


presented to indicate probable material 
error or injustice" and that his 
application was denied. 


Raymond J. Williams, the board's 


executive secretary, told a reporter "we 
tried to give the guy (Arnold) a fair 
shake. We spent a lot of time on the 
case." 


Williams said, "We had extreme dif- 


ficulty in locating the records of General 
Arnold's court martial." 


"The records were hard to decipher." 


Williams said. "It was terrible." 


Lindner had no complaint against 


Army board officials, calling them "fair 
minded men working within the 
framework of -..military law." 


But he said in a letter to The As- 


rociated Press that "I have no intention 
of abandoning my appeal." 


Many people who have read or beard 


of his appeal have been writing to him, 
Lindner said, and the mail is running at 
better than nine to one in favor of Arnold. 


Lindner plans to encourage historical 


societies and pro-Arnold people to write 
their congressmen. 


"A congressional committee in 1779 


did find Arnold innocent of these 
charges," Lindner said. "That 
pronouncement has never been altered. 
It is to this body, Congress today —an 
extension of the 1779 body —that we will 
appeal to."

Emergency power bill 
likely to pass Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP) -A Senate 


smarting from charges of inaction is 
nearing expected passage of emergency 
legislation that would give President 
Nixon most of the powers he says he 
needs to meet the energy crisis. 


But the bill, which was scheduled for 


a final vote late this afternoon, could not 
become law until some time next week.at 
the earliest, since it also must pass the 
House which does not return from 
Thanksgiving recess until Nov. 26. 


In his Saturday news conference, 


President Nixon said Congress had not 
acted on energy proposals he had made 
as long as two years ago. Nixon said 
Congress had sent him only one of his 
seven pieces of priority energy legislat- 
ion, the Alaska pipeline bill. 


Senate Majority Leader Mike Mans- 


field, D-Mont., reacted to the 
President's statement by saying flatly, 
"He is wrong." Appearing Sunday on 
NBC's "Meet the Press," Mansfield 
accused the President of being long on 
rhetoric and proposals but short on 
specific legislative programs. 


Sen. William Proxmire. D-Wis., ap- 


pearing on CBS' "Face the Nation," said 


Nixon's statement was "very hard to 
understand." Proxmire said "the 
President simply hasn't grasped" the 
severity of the situation, which accord- 
ing to a Library of Congress study could 
result in fuel shortages of up to 35 per 
cent. 


David Rockefeller, head of the Chase 


Manhattan Bank in New York, predicted 
that the crisis could lead to a zero growth 
rate for the nation next year and a 6 per 
cent drop in industrial production. 
Rockefeller, interviewed on ABC's "Is- 
sues and Answers," said the economists' 
best estimates is that the fuel shortages 
will result in a cut of $3 million a day in 
the economy's growth. 


Mansfield and Proxmire also differed 


with the President on the need for 
gasoline rationing. Nixon said in his 
televised press conference he hoped to 
avoid rationing. 


According to Mansfield, Nixon's 


reluctance to impose rationing is "just 
paving the way to a recession next year.'' 
Proxmire said, "I think gasoline rat- 
ioning is essential, we have to have it no 
matter what happens, no matter how 


much relief we might even get from the 
end of the Arab boycott." 


The measure before the Senate today 


would give the President the authority, 
but not require him, to order rationing of 
gasoline or any other scarce fuel. 


The bill by Sen. Henry M. Jackson. 


D-Wash., also would authorize such 
energy-saving steps as lowered ther- 
mostats, reduced speed limits and 
shorter school days. Another ener- 
gy conservation measure, which the 
President had not asked for, would cut 
the size of the federal government's 
limousine fleet. 


A provision authored by Sen. Edmund 


S. Muskie, D-Maine. would permit the 
burning of high-sulphur oil and coal by 
allowing violations of clean air stan- 
dards. 


The bill also seeks to make maximum 


use of available fuel supplies by gmng 
the President power to order oil and gas 
burning power plants to convert to coal 


In a similar vein, the U.S. Department 


of Agriculture announced Sunday it is" 
expanding permission to cut free 
firewood in the country's 155 national 
forests 


Nixon campaigning to clear name 


KEY BISCAYNE, Fla. (AP) - 


President Nixon's 1973 campaign, to put 
Watergate behind him once and forever, 
has begun in earnest with the embattled 
President embracing the role of under- 
dog. 


After holding an unorthodox live 


television-radio news conference Satur- 
day in which he felt compelled to assure 
his fellow citizens that "1 am not a 
crook," Nixon made a flying trip to 
politically friendly Georgia Sunday that 
had all the earmarks of a quest for votes. 


Resorting to the sort of regional appeal 


beloved by politicians, Nixon paid 
tribute to the Atlanta Falcons of the 
National Football League as "the 
comeback team of 1973" because it won 
five straight games after opening the 
season with one win and three losses. 
Perhaps, he mused to a Macon audience, 
he should talk to Falcon coach Norm Van 
Brocklin "and find out how they did it." 


Although the Macon stop produced a 


sometimes-noisy demonstration by 
several hundred young people who 
chanted for resignation or impeach- 


ment, the large crowds of Georgians who 
turned out were generally friendly, if far 
less enthusiastic than most campaign 
gatherings. 


After a week of private huddles in 


Washington with congressional 
Republicans and selected southern 
Democrats, Nixon has gone public with 
a Watergate counterattack that is ex- 
pected to produce more public ap- 
pearances, sessions with the news media 
and presidential statements. 


Nixon's decision to go marching 


through Georgia, officially to honor the 
90th birthday of retired Democratic Rep. 
Carl Vinson and the 100th anniversary of 
the Mercer University Law School, was 
made within recent days. 


In similar fashion, the President gave 


little advance notice of his Saturday 
TV-radio appearance at the Disney 
World, Fla., convention of The As- 
sociated Prers Managing Editors As- 
sociation. 


Both stops, plus a Tuesday stopover at 


a Republican governors conference in 
Memphis en route back to Washington, 


were fitted quickly into the blueprint for 
Nixon's most ambitious effort %et to 
dispel the Watergate cloud that has en- 
veloped him. 


The President drew his biggest crowd, 


generously estimated at up to 20,000, 
upon arrival Sunday at Robins Air Force 
Base near Macon. After being presented 
with petitions of support bearing 37,000 
signatures, Nixon made a stump speech 
that, in parts, was a carbon copy of some 
he delivered during the 1972 campaign 
that won him a landslide victor,-. For 
instance: 


"Let me tell you that, because we have 


opened communication with countries 
that we completely disagree with in 
philosophy, the People's Republic of 
China and the Soviet Union, I believe 
that we can build a peace that will last, 
not just 10 years, but will last for a 
generation and more..." 


For the President, the weekend's big 


event, however, was the Saturday ap- 
pearance at the APME convention.

Reported in fair condition were Mrs. 


Mary Lou Dey, 25, with bumps and 
abrasions to the arms and body, and her 
son Robert, 5, with head and eye cuts. 
Another passenger. Steven L. "Carley, 
17, route 1. Berlin, was treated for head 
and body injuries and released. 


Police said Hellwig lost control on a 


curve north of the intersection with 
County Trunk A, and that the car left 
the right side of the pavement, went 
through a ditch and struck a tree. None 
of the occupants was thrown from the 
vehicle. 


Kemps said Hellwig and Carley. who 


worked with Dey at the Neenah 
Foundry, were visiting him that after- 
noon, and that during their stay, Dey 
received a sprained ankle.

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10 years later 
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Dallas living down image as assassination city

DALLAS, Tex. (AP) —Still they come. 


Two or three at a time, sometimes a half 
dozen. Hundreds daily. 


They stop on the narrow street and 


point upward. They know the window. 


It's six floors up the Texas School Book 


Depository Building Ten years ago, by 
Warren Commission account, Lee Har- 
vey Oswald perched up there and 
murderously aimed a $12.78 rifle at 
President John F. Kennedy. 


On the outside, the reddish brick 


building shows little change. Some 
windows yawn open, their blinds hang- 
ing every which way. Inside there's 
nothing" The Texas School Book 
Depository Co. is long gone. 


But the old bricks will never lose the 


name. 


Not far away is the grassy knoll. It's 


very important to doubters of the 
Warren Commission's verdict that Os- 
wald acted alone Thev sav another as- 
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sassin, maybe more, could have 
crouched there. 


The grass of the knoll is bright green 


this time of year. 


About 200 yards away from the Dealy 


Plaza area is the John F. Kennedy 
Museum. Crowds form there often. It's 
a commercial enterprise, but owners are 
very conscious of taste. Another 200 
yards to the southeast is the city's Ken- 
nedy Memorial: four walls of pale white 
concrete, the top open to the sky. The 
grounds are well kept. 


At the center of the memorial is a 


small platform bearing Kennedy's 
name. Along the approach is a granite 
insert in the concrete. It reads in part: 


"...It is not a memorial to the pain and 


sorrow of death but stands as a per- 
manent tribute to the joy and excitement 
of one man's life..." 


These are the landmarks and this is 


Dallas, the Big D, the town fate picked 
for Kennedy's death. 


Dallas had been battered by national 


criticism in the months before Ken- 
nedy's arrival in the city on Nov. 22,1963. 


A few militant ultraconservatives had 


set off some distressing events —jostling 
of Lyndon B. Johnson and Lady Bird 
during a campaign appearance, a "Nat- 
ional Indignation Convention" which 
turned into an anti-Kennedy movement, 
and a physical assault on the late United 
Nations Ambassador Adlai Stevenson — 
he was spat upon and struck with a 
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picket sign after a United Nations Day 
speech. 


The events hardly touched the main 


stream of Dallas, however. Residents 
considered them freak outbreaks, the 
work of a few extremists. But they 
happened and when the rifle bullets 
ripped into Kennedy, Dallas for many 
became a "city of hate." 


It became a common theme in those 


days, even though many wondered how 
Oswald, a self-styled Marxist, could be 
equated with the right-wing frenzy. Yet 
the words were spoken, even in Dallas. 


Sarah T. Hughes, the federal judge 


who in Dallas swore in Lyndon B. 
Johnson as Kennedy's successor, made 
a speech not long after the killing. 


"There was a climate of hate in Dallas 


that was not evident in any other place. 
I definitely think that the feeling in 
Dallas contributed to the fact that Os- 
wald would do this deed here rather than 
in some other city," she declared. 


Today, however, Judge Hughes 


believes that the "climate of hate" has 
to a large degree disappeared. And it is 
hard to find anger heard among tourists 
who come to view the street where 
Kennedy died. 


The National Indignation Convention, 


bora as a protest against military aid to 
Yugoslavia, has disappeared. Its 
founder, Frank McGehee, a garage 
owner, is no longer listed in area direc- 
tories. 


Another rightist organization which 


lived briefly was called the Defenders of 
American Liberties. Robert Morris, 
president of the University of Piano near 
Dallas, today calls it "traditionally 
liberal." 


It stood for all the old virtues and Dr. 


Morris says it objectives were to have an 
organization "to defend the individual 
whose liberties were infronged upon by 
the juggernauts of our time . . . big 
power organizations grinding the little 
people down." The John Birch Society 
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also was once thought to be strong in 
Dallas, but it has not been publicized 
for years. 


In the wake of the assassination, 


professors and some others at Dallas' 
Southern Methodist University formed a 
committee to discuss the issues raised 
by the murder. Its main object was to 
change the attitude of Dallas, namely the 
conservative bent of its politics. 
» 


The committee met about three times, 


but no longer convenes. "I don't know 
what they accomplished, if anything," 
an SMU spokesman said. 


Dallas today can still be called a con- 


servative city. It's no New York or San 
Francisco. But the term has lost a tot of 
meaning in 10 years. There have been a 
lot of terms and movements since. 


Now, Dallas is a city sharing the 


problems of other large cities. 


-School desegregation has sent whites 


fleeing to the suburbs, eroding the tax 
base of .the city itself. 


-With little or no heavy industry, 


there is a pollution problem brought on 
by the heavy volume of automobile 
traffic which pours in and out of the 
downtown area daily. 


-Public transit is a dream which few 


support. Fewer yet avail themselves of 
what few buses there are. 


-Police protection and law and order 


controversy abounds. The minorities 
charge that police enforce the law un- 
fairly. Others say they're too lenient. 


-The crime rate climbs and private 
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patrol forces and security agencies 
proliferate. 


To Felix McKnight, vice chairman of 


the Dallas Times Herald, there has been 
a shift in attitude in the city. 


To him Dallas always has been a 


tolerant city, but now more than ever 
before. 


The Dallas leadership today, be said, 


is composed of younger men and women 
with a high degree of tolerance. The city 
was "once run by four or five senior 
heads. No mote," he added. 
"Dallas definitely took a beating," 


said Earte Cabell, mayor at the time of 
the assassination who later became a 
member of the House of Representat- 
ives. 


"It was completely uncalled for," he 


went on. "You don't find this under 
similar circumstances other places. A 
couple of events looked like the entire 
city was embroiled." 


And from Jack Krueger, executive 


editor of the Dallas Morning News: 


"All the traumatic events since 1963

The combination of a fuel oil short- 


tage and a shifting Water Street re- 
taining wall is forcing the city into 
making a decision about the future of 
the Appleton Vocational School build- 
ings.

Robert Miller will ask consultants to 
come in with proposals for a study 
costing up to $10,000 to see what can be 
done with both the Water Street re- 
taining wall and the vocational school. 


The Appleton City Council, with 


several of its members saying the city has 
put off too long a decision on what to 
do with the old buildings, cut 
maintenance and utility budgets for 


the buildings in 1974 in half in an effort 
to prompt a decision by mid-1974. 


At the peak of the heating season last 


year, the vocational school heating 
system that serves both structures 
consumed 7,000 to 8,000 gallons of 
heating oil a month. The city does not 
have that much heating oil to allocate 
to the building this year. 


Miller said supplies of heating oil at 


1972 levels, which are required under 
the federal government's allocation 
directive of a few weeks back, would 
leave the city unable to totally heat the 
structure this winter. 


It will be Magnette's job to find what 


the city can do to keep the smaller 
annex heated —because that is used by 
the vocational district and other groups 
— while leaving the larger structure 
used for storage for the city library 
and the vocational district out in the 
cold. 


Miller told the council during budget 


deliberations that it would cost about 
$7,000 to modify the central steam-heat 
system to allow for the change.

Drug policy plan 
due next month 


A special committee set up to review 


school drug abuse policy after the West 
High drug arrests in October has set 
early December as a target date for 
presenting its recommendations to the 
Appleton Board of Education.

Boettcher said the existing policy 
had been adequate at the time it was 
adopted about two and one-half years 
ago, but more detail was needed now. 


The 16-member committee was set up

suggested at last week's budget session 
by Sutherland — would mean the re- 
taining wall work would not have to be 
done. But the "two could work hand in 
hand" in a study, he said. 


Miller said there appears to be no 


serious danger of the retaining wall 
collapsing. "We're not thinking about 
barricading the street," he said. "But 
as time goes on, that condition will get 
worse." 


The consultants' study later this year 


should show how serious the problem 
is and what must be done about it. It 
could include recommendations on 
what to do with the vocational school. 


"It could be we'll find out nothing 


will have to be done." said Miller.

This compares with 44.1 per 
cent remaining unchanged from mid 
September to mid-October while 25.8 
per cent declined and 30 1 per cent 
increased. 


The items for the survey were chosen 


by the Associated Press as pan of its 
marketbasket mix and by recommen- 
dations of a food specialist from the 
state Department of Agriculture. Name 
brand items and those of identical 
quantity were used to produce a fair 
comparison.

Producers Inc., headquarters are locat- 
ed. 


Butterbrodt became president of the 


co-op in November, 1969, after northern 
states joined the organization. 


Since that time only one contribution 


of about $225,000, has been paid to the 
Nixon re-election committee, said But- 
terbrodt. It was paid in 1971. That money 
came from TAPE political action funds 
and not the corporate treasury, he said. 


He said other dairy interests have 


contributed to the Nixon campaign and 
specifically mentioned Dairymen's 
Inc., Lexington, Ky., and Mid-America

One killed in shooting at canal 
Nixon . . .

An Egyptian soldier was killed when 


Israeli and Egyptian soldiers exchanged 
small arms fire along the Suez Canal 
early today, the Israeli military com- 
mand said. No Israeli casualties were 
reported. 


A command spokesman said a fire 


fight erupted near Ismailia on the wes- 
tern bank of the canal and another near 
Ayun Musa in the Sinai Desert near the 
Gulf of Suez where he said Egyptian 
forces were trying to advance their 
positions. He said the Egyptian was 
killed near Ml. Ataka on the western side 
of the canal. 


Israel had said that it will begin a 


judicial probe into charges of .military 
mishandling during the first stage of the 
October war when Egyptian tanks and 
men stormed across the Suez Canal and 
captured the eastern bank. 


The government announced Sunday 


that the investigation will be conducted 


by a five-member commission and the 
findings will later be made public unless 
they are ruled militarily sensitive. 


At the same time, the Egyptian war 


minister, Lt. Gen. Ahmed Ismail, said 
that Egyptian military errors and mis- 
judgements helped the Israelis establish 
a foothold on the Egyptian side of the 
canal during the final days of the war. 


Ismail said in an interview with the 


semi-official Cairo newspaper Al Ahram 
that a local commander misjudged the 
size of the Israeli force when in crossed 
the canal and thought he could handle 
the situation without help. 


But be said the October war succeeded 


in breaking the Middle East stalemate 
and changed the image of Egypt and the 
Arabs as a whole. He said that Egypt 
militarily was in much better position on 
Oct. 22 — the date of the first U.N. 
cease-fire —than it was on Oct. 6 when 
the war began. 


Egypt has charged that Israel violated 


the cease-fire on Oct. 22 and expanded its 
foothold on the western bank of the canal 
prior to a second cease-fire on Oct. 24. 
Military experts say that movement 
resulted in the isolation of the Egyptian 
3rd Army on the eastern bank of the Suez 
Canal and of Suez city on the southern tip 
of the canal. 


The announcement of the Israeli 


investigation came amid continued 
furor over initial setbacks the Israeli 
army suffered when war broke out with 
Egypt along the Suez Canal and with 
Syria in the Golan Heights on Oct. 6. 
Defense Minister Moshe Dayan has said 
that Israel had no inkling of war until the 
morning the shooting began. 


A cabinet statement said that the 


investigation will cover "the army's 
deployment for war in general, its 
preparedness in the days prior to the war 
and its actions until it held back 
the enemy."

President Nixon reportedly mistook a 
man for a woman in bright floodlights 
Saturday night and, on discovering his 
mistake, slapped the man lightly on the 
face. 


A White House spokesman would not

Two newsmen who were part of a 


White House press pool covering Nixon's 
return here from his television-radio 
news conference at an editor's conven- 
tion near Orlando, Fla. observed the 
encounter. 


They reported it to their colleagues "in 


response to many inquiries" although 
they said they thought at the time the 
incident was insignificant and were still 
of that opinion. 


The "pool report" prepared Sunday 


night by William Eaton of the Chicago 
Daily News and Matthew Cooney of 
Westinghouse Broadcasting Co. said 
Nixon was shaking hands with spectat- 
ors along the fence at McCoy Air Force 
Base near Orlando when he approached 
a short, balding man and a youngster 
who appeared to be his son. 


The report quoted the man as saying 


later that Nixon asked him, "Are you the 


boy's mother or grandmother?" He was 
said to have replied, "Neither." 


"The President craned his neck for 


another look," said the report. "Bright 
floodlights at the airport may have af- 
fected his vision." 


The two reporters said Nixon res- 


ponded, "Of course not," and delivered 
a light slap to the man's face. 


They said Nixon "did not appear to be 


angry but may have been flustered by 
the mistake in identity." 


Deputy White House Press Secretary 


Gerald L. Warren said: "I'm just not 
going to talk about it. I think it is 
ridiculous."

Dr. Richard J. Herrnstein, Harvard 


University professor of psychology 
whose lecture on "The Good Life: 
What Is It? How Can li Be Achieved?" 
will be published in The Post-Crescent 
as pan of Courses by Newspaper, is a 
specialist in the history of psychology. 
He also has devoted much of his scho- 
lastic career to the learning process of 
animals. 


Chairman of Harvard's Department 


of Psychology from 1967 to 1971, Dr. 
Herrnstein came to the university as 
an assistant professor in 1958 and be- 
came lecturer in 1963. He was associ- 
ate professor of psychology from 1964 
to 1967; director of the Psychological 
Laboratories from 1965-67 and a mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee of the 
Center for the Behavioral Sciences 
from 1965 to 1970. 


Dr. Herrnstein is author of "A 


Source Book in the History of 
Psychology (with E.G.Boring, 1965). 
"Manual for Experimental Psycho- 
logy" (with J.C. Stevens and G.S. Rey- 
nolds, 1971) and more than 40 articles 
for professional journals. 


The professor interrupted his career 


from 1956 to 1958 :o serve as a first 
lieutenant in the Army Medical Corps 
and a research psychologist at the 
Walter Reed Army Institute of Re- 
search, Washington. D.C. From 1957 
to 1958 he also was a lecturer at the 
University of Man-land. 


Born in New York City. Dr. Herrn- 


stein received his A.B. degree from the 
College of the City of New York in 
1952 
and his Ph.D. from Han-ard in 


1955.

Each of us carts around a mental 


yardstick for social standing, handy 
for quick reference. Against it, we can 
easily mark off the re.'ative standing of 
bank auditors and tollgate keepers. 


We can detect a margin of differ- 


ence between chemical engineers and 
mechanical engineers—and perhaps 
split the gap by thinking of civil engi- 


sensus is the main purpose of this es- 
say, for therein resides a bit of 
understanding of the good life, and its 
elusiveness. 


No one will be surprised to hear that 


the private, subjective scale of stand- 
ing c-rrelates highly with the public 
one—the so-called socioeconomic 
level of occupations- 


Sociologists usually define a job's 


SES (socioeconomic standing) by a 
formula that combines its average in- 
come with its educational require- 
ments. Occasionally, other factors are 
thrown in, without much changing the 
end result. 


However defined, physicians place 


high, day laborers low, and most com- 
mon occupations at various points in 
between, approximately as they do on 
most people's mental yardsticks- 


Why the correspondence? We may 


guess that the subjective scale of 
standing just echoes SES. While the 
theory has merit, the reverse is no less 
true—that SES externalizes our sub- 
jective valuations. But let us hold 
those alternative theories aside briefly, 
while we consider a third scale- 


There remains one more relevant 


way to rate jobs—by the average in- 
telligence of their holders, as mea- 
sured by intelligence tests. The presti- 
gious occupations—the ones with 
higher SES—tend to be filled by 
people with better test scores. 


The correlations are imperfect, 


thanks to a few conspicuous excep- 
tions like sweepstakes winners and 
standing geniuses, not to mention a 
good many less conspicuous ones, but 
the bonds connecting objective status, 
persona! prestige and mental capacity 
are firm and clear. 


This does not mean that every cor- 


poration executive radiates intellect or 
that every shipping clerk is dull, for 
the common occupations span broad 
ranges of test scores, particularly so at 
the lower status levels. Nevertheless, 
from one end of the yardstick to the 
other, the average intelligence values 
differ dramatically. Schooling has 
something to do with it, for IQ predicts 
success or failure in school better than 
any other single childhood attribute, 
and school predicts, to some extent, 
success or failure thereafter. However, 
schooling may often be more impor- 
tant as a sign of brightness than be- 
cause of what it teaches beyond the 
fundamentals of literacy. 


Family connections, physical health, 


drive toward various sorts of success, 
personality, perhaps even appear- 
ance—these may contribute too, but in 
combination with individual mental 
agility. Whether people get their 
brightness from their genes, from their 
surroundings, or from some mixture of 
both, most people's relative intellec- 
tual standing is pretty well settled by 
the age of eight or so. The occasional 
dramatic exceptions may be instruc- 
tive, but they do not alter the general 
fact. Somehow or other, mental capac- 
ity, material success, and esteem get 
linked in all modern societies. 


Psychology's most nearly universal 


principle binds the three occupational 
scales together. Throughout the ani- 
mal world, from solitary worms to hu- 
man society, reward and punishment 
guide the course of action. Animals 


neers. If pressed, \ve can even attach 
numbers to our estimates. 


See if you think insurance salesmen 


enjoy between one and a half and two 
times the social standing of filling sta- 
tion attendants. Whether you agree or 
disagree, you are using your yardstick. 


When social scientists ask ordinary 


people to rate the "'esteem." or "social 
standing" or "prestige" of various oc- 
cupations, the answers usually come 
quickly and confidently —a clear sign 
of a genuine subjective scale. 


At least since the first v.-orid war. in 


countries on several continents, aii 
sorts of people—young or oid. rich or 
poor, well educated or untutored— 
agree on the status of jobs, given only 
that the cultures sampled are indus- 
trialized enough for a modern division 
of labor. 


Because it is ubiquitous, we take our 


social yardstick for granted, even 
though it represents an enormous feat 
of memorizing. Imagine trying to mas- 
ter a list of several hundred items 
along an elusive dimension like pres- 
tige or status. 


Would any physics teacher dare re- 


quire his students 10 memorize the 
hardness values of several hundred 
common substances? 


The fact that society r_quires us to 


internalize the ?OC:SA dimension—and 
the fact that we compiv—hints at its 
vital importance Getting a: the mean- 
ing and significance of the socia; con- 


differ enormously in what rewards or 
punishes them and in how complex 
and long a path they can pursue 
toward their goals, yet the same basic 
principles operate. 


Indeed, it is only from the pattern of 


a creature's behavior that we can tell 
what it fancies or shuns. The potato 
bug works for potatoes, the honeybee 
for nectar, and man for his pleasures, 
which include prominently the esteem 
of his fellows and material gain. But 
man must earn his social rewards by- 
achievement, for which mental capac- 
ity helps greatly. It is out of that 
simple canon that the continuum of 
socia! status grows. Each person, %vith 
his mental yardstick for prestige. 
stands ready and equipped to dole out 
the reward of esteem to his deserving 
fellows. 
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To the extent that he also controls 


some material reward—especially 
money—that, too, will follow in mea- 
sured amounts. The yardstick thus 
guides human endeavor the way the 
pursuit of food guides a mouse or rat 
through a psychologist's maze. 


The analogy is not perfect, for the 


animal running fhrough the maze is 
utterly powerless, while mankind can 
change its consensus of social value, 


even if most of us can do so only in- 
finitesimally. 


For most of us, work follows the 


prevailing consensus, which is within 
us as the yardstick and around us as 
SES. 
Even granting society's debt to 


nonconformists who break new 
ground with little reward to ease their 
way—in art, science or industry—the 
lure of eventual success doubtless 
lightens the burden. And in the busi- 


ness of innovation, the odds favor the 
well-endowed no less than in other en- 
deavors. 


Society can capitalize on the com- 


petitive advantage enjoyed by bright 
people. If people win the best jobs be- 
cause of their potential competence— 
rather than because of their family 
pull or inherited wealth or race or reli- 
gion—then society is wisely husband- 
ing its human resources, assuming 
that the best jobs are also the conse- 
quential ones that really make impor- 
tant contributions. 


Obviously, America falls short of 


this rational ideal, but that is beside 
the essential point. Rather, the point is 
that, given human differences in po- 
tential, even an ideal society would 
need a way to match ability to occupa- 
tion. The yardstick—with its dis- 
parities in society's rewards—may be 
as humane (and human) a way as any. 


Perhaps America's disparities in 


wealth and status are larger than they 
need to be for any useful purpose, but 
they cannot be eliminated without in- 
viting prompt social and economic di- 
saster, as history repetitiously teaches 
wherever rigid egalitarianism has 
taken hold. Without disparities, so- 
ciety stops husbanding its talent and 
ceases to direct actions according to 
any consensus. 


Instead of the sought after "liberty, 


equality, and fraternity," there is stark 
anarchy, usually terminated rapidly by 
terror and tyranny. True equality in 
society's rewards does not appear to 
be one of mankind's workable alterna- 
tives. 


Because virtually all people harbor 


some yearning for at least some of so- 


ciety's rewards, they compete. And as 
soon as they compete, there will be 
winners and losers. But, in competing, 
they help place gifted people in the po- 
sitions that bring the richest benefits, 
which, in turn, are most often those 
which are held in highest regard. 


Thus we contribute even when we 


fail, for if suddenly people stopped car- 
ing about society's rewards, the con- 
sensus would no longer have its power 
to direct action. The collective needs 
of society—which is to say, our 
needs—are therefore translated into a 
system in which most of us are bound 
to fail to get all we want out of our 
jobs, for most people fall short in the 
rare talents drawn upon by society for 
its best rewards. 


Of course, American society has 


other obstacles to success, with noth- 
ing to justify or excuse them. We have 
yet to end bigotry, or unequal educa- 
tion, or nepotism, or graft 


The penalties of a true meritocracy 


may look good to people who are 
being held back by unfair aud unnec- 
essary barriers like those. And there is 
always sheer luck, both good and bad, 
which we will never control. But as 
long as society needs our labor, most 
of us will fail to get as high on the 
yardstick as we crave—although we 
may learn to like our jobs and accept 
our shortcomings calmly and with un- 
derstanding. 


The good life cannot be in store for 


all of us or our children, for the frus- 
trations of unfulfilled goals play an es- 
sential role in society's grand scheme.

The pheasants may be barbecued or 
roasted in a conventional oven, too. 


When the hunter brings home the venison, the cook has to 
remember that the meat cooks much like lean beef. It does 
need frequent basting when roasted and an easy way is to 
"bag" the wild game in the oven with one of the new 
cooking bags that keep the meat tender and juicy.

Washington, D.C. 2M3S. 


SPIT ROASTED PHEASANT 


2 pheasants, about 2 pounds each 
Salt, pepper 
Cashew Stuffing 
8 slices bacon 


Rinse pheasants;drain and pat dry. 


Sprinkle inside cavity with salt and 
pepper. Stuff birds; close opening with 
skewers or needle and thread. Wrap 
bacon around each pheasant in three 
places: Over the wings, over the upper 
legs and thighs; over lower leg. Lay one 
bacon strip lengthwise over breast bone 
of each pheasant. Tie each bacon strip 
in place with cord. 


Thread one spit prong or fork onto 


spit, so that points are away from 
handle. Insert spit in one pheasant just 
below the breast and bring out above 
tail. Repeat with second pheasant; 
center pheasants on spit. Thread second 
prong onto spit. Push prongs into birds; 
fasten securely. 


When preparing coals for lighting, 


arrange coals in back half of barbecue. 
Place a drip pan, which should be 4 
inches longer than pheasants, in front 
half of barbecue. If desired, shape pan 
from foil. When coals have reached a 
medium temperature (when hand kept 
in position, palm side down, over coals 
for 4 seconds), attach spit to motor. 
Grill 
pheasants for about 1 hour, 5 


minutes or until browned and leg meat 
tender when pressed with fingers. 
Remove from spit; serve immediately. 


To barbecue without rotisserie cut 


pheasants in half lengthwise; rinse with 
cold water and pat dry. Wrap each 
pheasant half with 2 strips bacon and 
secure bacon with skewers or tooth- 
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picks. Sprinkle pheasants with salt and 
pepper on both sides. Grill, cut side 
down, about 8 inches above medium 
coals. Cook until browned, about 30 
minutes; turn and continue grilling 
about an additional 30 minutes, until 
meat cut near bone appears done. 


CASHEW STUFFING 


1 cup coarsely chopped cashew nuts 
1 cup chicken broth 
4 slices bacon 
1 teaspoon butter 
1/4 teaspoon salt 
Dash pepper 
1/4 teaepoon sage 
1/4 teaspoon poultry seasoning 


Simmer nuts with chicken broth, un- 


covered, until nuts tender and all liquid 
absorbed. Chop bacon; fry until crisp. 
Add bacon and remaining ingredients to 
cashews; mix well. Stuff pheasants with 
cashew stuffing and grill as directed. 
Stuffing also may be wrapped in foil 
and then placed on medium coals dur- 
ing last 30 minutes of grilling 
pheasants. Turn occasionally. 


BROWN IN BAG 
ROAST VENISON 


2 tablespoons flour 
3 pounds venison roast 
1 cup dry red wine 
1 bay leaf 
8 whole cloves 
1 medium onion, diced 
1 teaspoon thyme 


Preheat oven to 325 degrees. Shake 


flour in small sized brown-in-bag; 
place in 2-inch deep roasting pan. Rinse 
venison and dry. Put into bag; turn 
gently to coat venison with flour. Com- 
bine remaining ingredients; pour into 
bag. Close bag with twist tie; insert 
meat thermometer if using one, through 
the bag into center of meat. Make six 
half-inch slits in top of bag. Cook until 
internal temperature reaches 180 
degrees, about 2 hours, or until meat 
tests tender. Recipe make between 6 to 
8 servings. 


VENISON OR MOOSE CASSEROLE 


2 pounds meat, cubed 
1 can mushroom soup, undiluted 
1 pkg. dry onion soup mix 
l cup canned tomatoes 


Place cubed meat in casserole; add 


mushroom soup, dry onion soup mix 
and tomatoes ( 2 fresh tomatoes may be 
substituted for canned tomatoes). Place 
in preheated, 325-degree oven for 2 
hours. 


BEAR STEAK 


Flour 
Salt, pepper 
Thyme 
Bear steak, 3 inches tkick 
1 cup sliced onions 
4 tablespoons bacon fat 
1-1/2 cups broth 
1 cup red wine 
2 tablespoons tomato paste 


Pound flour and seasonings into steak 


with edge of plate or pounder. Brown 
onions in bacon fat; add meat to frypan; 
brown well on both sides Add part of 
broth and wine; bring liquid to boil 
Cook briskly for 5 minutes. Turn steak, 
reduce heat and cover pan. Simmer for 
1 to IVi hours, adding more liquid if 
necessary. When steak is done remove 
it to hot platter. 


Add tomato paste, plus additional 


liquid if needed to pan juices to make 
smooth sauce. Taste for seasoning; 
pour over steak. Surround meat with 
boiled potatoes, and serve with sauteed 
mushrooms. Garnish platter with 
parsley, if desired. 


Note: Bear meat can be coarse and 


uninteresting, but when young it has a 
sweetish taste and braises well. 
Remember that bear meat shares with 
pork the unfortunate distinction of be- 
ing a earner of trichinosis; therefor, it 
must be cooked thoroughly to 150 
degrees internal temperature, at least. 
However, if frozen at 0 degrees from 3 to 
4 weeks, it is safe. Young bear, frozen 
properly, can be treated like beef. 


ONE DISH SQUIRREL 


1 squirrel 
Salt, pepper 
Flour 
Vegetable oil 
1 cup diced onion 
6 small potatoes, cubed 
1 medium can tomatoes 


Cut meat :nto serving sized pieces. 


Sprinkle with salt, pepper and flour. 
Fry in 01! until hghtiy browned. Layer 
squirrel, onion, potatoes in casserole 
dish. Cover with tomatoes. Bake, 
covered, in 350-degree oven for Ii 2 
hours 


VENISON SWISS STEAK 


Use 
round 
steak 
and 
pound 


thoroughly with flour, salt and pepper 
mixture. Brown in shortening in heavy 
skillet Add enough water to cover 
steak. At this point, recipe may be 
\ aned. according to choice. Add onions 
w.th mushroom soup; add celery soup 
instead or add tomatoes Cook 1-1/2 
hours or until meat is tender Oc- 
casional water may have to be added as 
meat cooks The swiss steak may be 
made in an electric skillet set at 350 
degrees 


VENISON STEALS OR CHOPS 


These directions are for moose and 


elk steaks and chops as well as venison 
If animal is young, no marinating is 
needed The meat should hang for 2 to 3 
weeks and then be butchered by a 
professional 


To cook young steaks or chops, heat a 


heavy skillet until quite hot. Add half 
butter, half oil to skillet. 
Saute the 


meat, turning frequently to brown both 
sides without charring. Salt and pepper 
to taste. If desired, flame steaks or 
chops with cognac just before serving 
When broiling or cooking on outdoor 
grill, cook quickly and do not overcook 
Game becomes tough or dry with long 
broiling or frying Salt and pepper to 
taste just before serving 


To saute young chops or steak, melt 


butter in a heavy skillet Add meat to 
hot skillet; saute it by turning it often 
on both sides so that it will brown 
without charring. Salt and pepper to 
taste. 


VENISON OR MOOSE 


MEAT LOAF 


1-1/2 pounds ground venison or moose 
1 teaspoon minced onion 
1 cup milk 
iegg 
1-1/2 teaspoons salt 
1/2 cup dried bread crmmbs 


Mix all ingredients together Piace in 


greased 9x5x3-mch loaf pan. Bake in 
preheated, 350-degree oven for 1 hour 


QUICK ROASTED WILD DLCK 


Place 1/2 orange inside the cavity of 


each duck. Place duck on rack in 
shallow pan; roast at 450 to 475 degrees, 
basting liberally with melted butter and 
red or white wine throughout cooking 
Baste sauce may be melted butter and 
orange juice as well as wine. Roast 
ducks about 30 minutes Season with 
salt and pepper Be sure to preheat over, 
before s'artmg roasting time. 


Wild goose may be roasted, after 


preparing, between 35 and 45 minutes in 
a preheated, 425-degree oven Baste 
with com.b'nation of melted butter and 
wine, either red or white, during 
cookirg period 


ROAST WILD TLRKEY 


A wild turkey is treated the same as 


the domestic variety. Keep stuffing 
simple and not too highly seasoned Rub 
outside with butter, salt and pepper 
Preheat oven to 325 degrees and roast 
turkey from 22 to 25 minutes per pound 
Wild turkey may be roasted in brown- 
in-bag or in foil, just like the domestic 
bird 


FRIED RABBIT OR SQUIRREL 


Cut prepared rabbits or squirrels into 


quarters or smaller pieces Piace in 
deep pot and cover with cool water to 
which 1/4 cup vinegar has been added 
Bring to boil, let boil 5 minutes 
THROW THIS WATER AWAY 


Start over again by covering game 


with cool water, adding 1 to 2 teaspoons 
salt. Boil gently until meat almost 
tender. Remove pieces from water, dip 
in cornmeal or flour. Fry as chicken 
The first boiling, discarding the water, 
removes any strong, gamey taste

Persons with a dishwasher can con- 


serve hot water by washing a full load 
Instead of washing a small number of 
breakfast and lunch dishes, the operator 
should wait, when possible, until after 
dinner to do a full load. 


Modem dishwashers are designed to 


wash even heavily soiled dishes, so, 
except when absolutely required, dor't 
"wash" the dishes in the sink before 
putting them into the dishwasher. Let 
the appliance do the job, and save the 
handwashmg and the additional hot 
water and detergent. 


A dishwasher should be insulated, as 


insulation reduces noise and keeps heat 
loss dunng the wash to a minimum. 
Dishes that are allowed to air dry are 
just as nice as those power-dried. This 
usually involves setting the dishwasher 
for a "Wash Only" setting, or its 
equivalent on the dishwasher. Dish- 
washers that do not have such a setting 
can usually be programmed for no heat 
or less heat. Instructions on how to do 


this are usually contained IP the operat- 
ing instructions. 


The water heater should be set to heat 


water to 140-150 degrees as this is the 
temperature range for most efficient 
operation. When possible, the hot water 
heater should be located near the dish- 
washer and automatic washer. Insulat- 
ing the hot water pipes can help reduce 
heat loss, also. 


When disposing of fibrous foods, such

U.S. Saving bonds 
paying 6 per cent 
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P-C editor appointed to educational aids board 


The Treasury hasn't told you the good 


news yet, but you are now almost surely 
earning an all-time high rate of 6 per 
cent on the U-S. savings bonds that you 
already own and that you continue to 
hold to maturity-instead of the 51/2-per 
cent to maturity you think you are 
earning. 


You will, of course, also be earning 


this new nigh rate of 6 per cent on 
additional "E" and "H" bonds you buy 
and hold to maturity. 


The Treasury will announce the new 


rate structure-presumably with con- 
siderable 
fanfare-shortly 
after 


Congress has passed the bill raising the 
debt limit. But this is a formality. 
Congress has said that the Treasury- has 
the authority now to raise the savings 
bond rate and officials have for weeks 
been preparing to do so. 


Increase to be retroactive 


When the announcement is made, it's 


most probable that the rate increase 
will be sufficiently retroactive to cover 
this date in November. So, you already 
should be earning the new rate of 6 per ' 
cent on the $60 billion of savings bonds 
now outstanding and on the new E and 
H bonds you are currently buying. 


This new rate will be double the rate 


placed on U.S. savings bonds when the 
program was started a generation ago. 
It will be fairly competitive with rates 
you can earn on savings in financial 
institutions and, while not as high as 
you can earn on marketable U.S. 
Government securities, the savings 
bond has the advantage of being non 
marketable and thus protected from 
any dollar loss. 


What's more, the Treasury must not 


raise the savings bond rate to a point 
where it might risk pulling out huge 
totals of funds from savings institutions 
and causing dangerous convulsions in 
the money and bond markets. 


A unique investment 


And there are other arguments in 


favor of savings bonds which make 
them unique investments. 


The central advantage of the bonds is 


that you can buy them via periodic, 
small deductions from your paycheck. 
The saving is painless and automatic 
and the discipline is the secret of 
creating a nestegg. And even if 6 per 
cent over more than five years turns out 
low, 6 per cent on a real-life nestegg is a 
lot better than 12 or 24 per cent on zero! 


In addition, you can defer paying any 


federal income tax on the bonds until 
you cash them in-an advantage if you'll 
be retired and in a lower tax bracket 
when you cash in. The bonds are exempt 
from state and local income and per- 
sonal property taxes too. The Treasury 
will replace any bond lost, stolen or 
destroyed as of your original issue date. 


But, but. In this age of inflation, even 


this high rate is not being fair to the 
buyer of U.S. savings bonds. If inflation 
is to be our way of life in the rest of the 
20th century as it has been in the past, 
the Treasury will not be fair to buyers of 
its bonds until it gives us a purchasing 
power guarantee-e.g., a bond with a 
dollar value that would rise as the cost 


of living index rose. And I'll wager that 
if we were given this "inflation in- 
surance" — this guarantee that the 
dollars we invested would be protected 
against the erosion of inflation — we 
would happily accept interest payments 
well below the general market level. 


Near automatic protection 


This is not a new idea —and, in fact, in 


the U-S. in recent years we have been 
moving closer and closer to purchasing 
power guarantees to give major seg- 
ments of our population some automatic 
protections against prices. 


Social Security benefits are now au- 


tomatically tied to increases in the 
Consumer "Price Index. Cost of living 
escalator clauses have become com- 
monplace in union wage contracts. 
Today's record high interest rates 
reflect, in part at least, efforts to pro- 
tect investors in marketable fixed-in- 
come securities from the erosion of 
inflation. 


As for U.S. bonds, let me remind you 


again that a U.S. bond with a purchas- 
ing power guarantee was among the few 
well-thought-out economic proposals of 


Democratic 
candidate 
George 


McGovern. The concept has been 
recommended since 1972 by an increas- 
ing number of respected conservative 
economists-among them Yale Univer- 
sity's Henry Wallich and Chicago's 
Milton Friedman. 


The very least the Treasury should do 


is give the subject the exhaustive study 
it demands. It actually hurts to see the 
small, innocent savings bond investor 
always bringing up the rear-

don't know why there would be one."

410 en route to a 45-28 victory over the 
St. Louis Cardinals. 


Tagge, who had re-introduced tight 


end Rich McGeorge to the Packer air 
attack, admitted, "The passing attack 
worked pretty well today. But we could 
have complemented it with a little more 
running. I thought we had a pretty good 
day offensively, but when you don't win, 
it doesn't mean much." 


The six-man line the Patriots 


presented had not been a particular 
problem, he said. 


"We were prepared for it." he said. 


We'd seen that they had used it against 
other teams. In fact, it helped us. We hit 
a couple big plays against it and hurt 
'em. They went out of it, and came back 
to it." 


The offense, much maligned this dis- 


mal '72 season, came away with an 
overall net of 338 yards, its top output 
since Nov. 6, 1972, a day on which it 
amassed 343 in a 34-24 conquest of the 
San Francisco 49ers at Milwaukee. 


But even these imposing figures paled 


by comparison to the exploits of 
Plunkett and the Patriots. The former, 
emerging with the best day of his 
three-year career, hit on 18 of 32 at- 
tempts for 348 yards —highest total by a 
Patriot passer since Babe Parilli 
frisked the Jets for 379 on Dec. 17, 1966. 


New England, which had beaten only 


the Jets and the equally unsuccessful 
Baltimore Colts in nine previous starts, 
finished with 458 aggregate yards —the 
most the Packer defense has permitted 
since Oct. 10, 1971, when the Detroit 
Lions collected 465 on the way to a 31-28 
victory. 


The latter ignominy was compounded 


by the fact that the Pats' ground game 
was hampered by injuries which had 
shelved running back Ralph Ashton and 
slowed fullback Sam Cunningham, 
which presumably should have limited 
the effectiveness of the Patriot air arm. 


What, Devine was asked, had hap- 


pened to the Packer pass defense? 


Before he could reply, an eastern 


sports writer interjected, "No pass 
rush." 


"Somebody else answered you," 


Devine noted, adding, "That wasn't my 
answer.

Green Bay went in a 17-9 leader at 
halftime. Ellis stepped in front of 
Darryl Stingley on the second play of 
the third quarter and galloped into the 
end zone for a 47-yard touchdown in- 
terception. With Marcol's extra point, 
that gave Green Bay a commanding 
24-9 lead, or so it seemed. 


But Plunkett came back with a 70-- 


yard drive in six plays, scoring on a 25 
yard pass to Bob Windsor. Then after 
Marcol missed on a 28 yard field goal

Rucker on their first series in the 
fourth period.

To further confuse 
things, the Pats had 13 men on the 
field until the Packers broke their 
huddle and then two quickly left. 


"We called it the Packer defense," 


said Patriots' Coach Chuck Fairbanks. 
"We want to cut off their strong run- 
ning game and force them to put the 
ball up into the air more. 


"It was a great day for us. We had 


to use John Tanner at middle 
linebacker in the second half and he 
had never played there before. Our 
defensive guys gave him the game 
ball." 


Of Plunkett. Fairbanks said:

It's all one China now 


The joint communique issued by the United States and 


China revealed that concessions on both sides had been 
made, one by commission and the other by omission. 


"The normalization of relations between China and the 


United States can be realized only on the basis of confirming 
the principle of only one China" the message said in part. 
"There is but one China and Taiwan is part of China." 


Clearly that is contrary to the United States point of view 


until President Nixon made his famous trip to Peking in 
1972 and said something of the sort himself. Once upon a 
time Taiwan, the refuge of the Nationalist Chinese driven 
there by the victorious Communists, was a strong ally of the 
United States, although maybe it was really the other way 
around. Chiang Kai-shek was portrayed by our governments 
as democratic and a true representative of the Free World. 
Our government officials didn't always really believe that, 
of course, even during and right after World War II when 
Chiang was our ally. But during John Foster Dulles' term as 
Secretary of State, everything Communist was categorized 
as evil personified and it took a long time to get over that 
theory. 


Opposing communism in Asia or elsewhere in the world 


was not wrong in itself. Without our opposition, Communist 
Russia would probably have extended its controls even 
farther than Eastern Europe. Our stand in Korea held back 
the Chinese Communists. Our help to Taiwan under the 
Nationalists developed that island economically. It did 
provide help to us in Vietnam although our role there was 
unfortunate and ill-conceived to say the least. As some 
scholars of Asian affairs have pointed out, our anti-Com- 
munist stand in Asia probably gave independent nations like 
Japan, Singapore and Malaya the time they needed to grow 
economically healthy and to avoid a Communist regime 
imposed by force. 


It is highly ironic that it should be in the terms of Richard 


Nixon, once a Communist hater in the Dulles' mold, that 
accommocations with communism should be made world- 
wide. But it does demonstrate his highly pragmatic and 
political view of things. Full diplomatic relations with 
mainland China are long overdue but they couldn't be 
developed until we were out of Vietnam. Whatever mistakes 
President Nixon has made he has improved the chances for 
peace through a more realistic view of the relation between 
Communist countries and the United States. 


The Chinese concession in Secretary of State Henry 


Kissinger's latest negotiating session was the omission of 
any declared intent of taking over Taiwan. Chiang Kai-shek 
is, after all, an old man, and younger Chinese on Taiwan are 
probably as practical as Mr. Nixon. 


Book burning in Dakota 


Kurt Vonnegut probably never has heard of Drake, North 


Dakota. The citizenry there has heard of him, however, and 
his book, Slaughterhouse Five, and has decided to burn it. 


The book is in good company. The citizens of Drake also 


ordered out of their schools copies of Deliverance, by James 
Dickey and Short Story Masterpieces, an anthology includ- 
ing works by Hemingway, Faulkner and Steinbeck. 


They burned those books in Drake. It was a school board 


sanctioned act called for by parents concerned for the 
morals of their children. Talk of sex in the books, especially 
a homosexual rape in Deliverance, was considered obscene 
by the folks in Drake. 


But those books are not obscene. 
They probably aren't as racy as Biblical texts. As of yet no 


one has reported Bible-burning in Drake. But book burning 
for any reason is unjustified. It is the theft of the right of a 
mind to seek an idea. 


What, actually, are those people in Drake guarding their 


children against? Certainly not prejudice, nor fear, nor 
ignorance. Perhaps free-thinking is the greatest danger to 
community standards. 


And one might ask where this book burning should 


stop. Romeo and Juliet, or Oedipus Rex certainly should be 
as objectionable as Slaughterhouse Five. 


Books have been burned before. They were burned in 


Berlin by a man named Adolph Hitler. That was a tragic day 
for humanity because the flames there meant a loss for 
human freedom. They mean the same thing in Drake. 


Rash of mass murders 


A rash of mass murders in the nation in the last few years 


has brought demands on the one hand for tighter police 
controls and on the other for better psychiatric care. This is 
especially true in California where more than 70 people have 
been killed in the last two years by individuals who had had 
or sought unsuccessfully mental health treatment. 


Edmund Kemper, recently convicted of brutally killing 


eight women, had spent five years in a hospital for the 
criminally insane after he killed his grandparents. He was 
released after psychiatrists felt he was cured. Two court 
appointed psychiatrists two years later deemed him "no 
threat to society." This was at the time he was involved in a 
series of killings based on sexual fantasies. 


In 1967 there were 22,000 patients in state mental hospitals 


in California. Now there are only 7,000 and all except two 
hospitals are scheduled to be closed by 1977. California's 
Mental Health Services Act of 1969 set stiff requirements for 
the confinement of anyone for more than 3 days. It is in line 
with legislation and trends throughout the country, includ- 
ing in Wisconsin, for regulations that make involuntary 
commitments more difficult. But what about the people 
who need help? 


California Secretary for Health. .Education and Welfare 


Earl Brian has urged legislative approval of a $1.3 million 
center for the detection and prevention of violence. The 
California Legislature has so far ignored the plea. There 
have been charges that the center might conduct 
experimental brain surgery and other behavior control 
operations, currently highly controversial. 


But California, like most states, has a long list of in- 


dividuals seeking psychiatric treatment. A young woman 
who recently decapitated her baby daughter and year old 
son had been on a waiting list for entrance into a state 
facility for some time. As one woman asked in regard to 
tougher involuntary commitments, "the protection of in- 
dividual rights is very important, but what about my rights 
when it cornes to having" irrational people at large? Dr.. 
Treffert of Wisconsin's State Hospital at Winnebago has 
pointed out the problem in reaching those who really need 
treatment but are not subject to commitment. 


The hard line approach is to lock up questionable people - 


those who are merely different -and forget about them. 
Psychiatric care is indefinite and it costs a lot. And that's 
hard to sell to legislatures right now even when mass 
murders occur.

S/Kasten offers himself for Republican ticket 


MADISON — It is not often that a freshman 


legislator of the tender age of 31 years speaks 
seriously of a bid for a major state elective 
office, and doubtless it would not now occur in 
the state Republican party except for its bat- 
tered condition and uncertain prospects. 


But it has become increasingly evident that if 


the Republican party command during the next 
few months is not assured of the availability of 
a more senior and experienced man for its 1974 
gubernatorial nomination, young state Sen. 
Robert Kasten, elected to the legislature a year 
ago from a Milwaukee north shore suburban 
district, will be a willing and even an eager 
volunteer for the assignment. 


Indeed, young Kasten has made it qlear that 


he will be available for a more modest place on 
the ticket as well. For those who are not in- 
timately familiar about the lineup, he has 
occasionally mentioned the office of state 
treasurer to illustrate his willingness for a 
statewide campaign and a significant political 
career start at an earlier age than is possible for 
most contemporaries. 


Warren intentions? 


Such speculation and his broad hints must 


have an uncertain meaning, at least until the 
intentions and the desires of Any. Gen. Robert 
Warren are formally told.

There is nothing to show that Warren has 
ibandoned interest in the gubernatorial 


nomination of 1974 for which he had been 
generally thought to be assured if he desired it. 
But there appears to be growing a doubt that 
Warren is committed to run for governor. The 
spread of that uncertainty has obviously en- 
couraged Kasten and the circle of young poli- 
ticians he would bring into a state campaign. 


Kasten has made it clear that he has no 


interest in a campaign for lieutenant governor, 
probably not because he has any prejudice 
against being Warren's running-mate, but 
because of the new statutory arrangements that 
require them to run in tandem. What he 
evidently wants is to try his own wings, to test 
his own acceptance.

Has little to lose 


If the Republicans want a new face, for 


governor, or treasurer, or whatever, Kastei. ^ 
would be an attractive one. He is handsome, 
apparently well-to-do (his grandfather was the 
head of the largest single banking enterprise in 
this state) and has had a superior education at 
Choate, the University of Arizona and Columbia 
University. Physically energetic, he is so ar- 


ticulate on the stump as to lead a listener to; 
suspect that be has had professional coaching. 


One subtle but not inconsiderable asset is that 


he would lose little by making a bold run for 
high state office. As incumbent of a safe Senate 
district, he could pursue a career in the 
legislature with an eye upon another venture at 
another time. An older man would find a defeat 
more costly in career terms. 


With the caveat that he has yet to be tried 


under pressure, Kasten tends to invite com- 
parison with other young and ambitious poli- 
ticians of prestigious family connections and 
private means who have made brilliant careers 
in national politics lately, the Kennedys, the 
Percys Bakers, etc. Realistic party men will 
remind themselves that the face and figure of a 
man of 31 that might have appeared 
dangerously youthful a decade ago, is not as 
startling today when the electorate has been

enfranchisement of the young. 


Notwithstanding, Republicans of this state . 


would not entertain such a notion in more __ 
normal times — that is to say. in the 1950s or 
1960s when they tended to be favored in a 
representative statewide election. But 1974 is 
not likely to be a normal year, barring calami- 
tous fumbling by the state Democratic aj 
ministration, a contingency that offers only 
slim hope at best.

Suggests contest 
for worst ads 


Annually, a number of groups around 


the country give awards for the "Best 
Advertising" in different categories, 
such as product advertising, corporate, 
or public service advertising. I don't 
know anybody outside the ad business 
who pays much attention to these 
awards; certainly the public remains 
supremely oblivious of the recipients. 


Much more effective and to the point 


would be an annual presentation by 
some official committee in the ad 
business of "Worst Advertising of the 
Year." Somehow, the negative always 
draws far more attention than the posi- 
tive, and seems to have more effect. 
Encouraging the good, unfortunately, 
doesn't seem to work as well as sham- 
ing the bad. 


I remember seeing a full-page ad that 


stuck in my mind as a fine example of a 
negative award. It was by the Sony 
Corporation, for one of its new cal- 
culating machines. The ad featured a 
large portrait of Albert Einstein, with 
the caption beneath it: "For S995 you 
can buy a mind sharper than his." 


Can you conceive the full-throated 


brassiness of this ad? In the first place, 
a calculating machine doesn't have 
anything resembling a mind; neither 
does the largest computer in the worid; 
they are both "dumb" instruments, 
capable of doing only what they are 
programmed to do, and not a whit 
more. 


Einstein happened to be a poor 


arithmetician, it is true; but this has 
nothing to do with his mathematical 
genius, his vision, his depth, his 
originality, his innovative boldness of 
concept that changed our whole view of 
the universe. The analogy is about as 


absurd as comparing an abacus to the 
mind of Buddha. . 


For S995-or $995 million-you can't 


buy a mind of any sort, much less a 
mind sharper than Einstein's. All you 
can buy, in any device, is a tool that will 
perform certain operations faster and 
more surely than a man can-but only 
when a man who is infinitely sharper 
than the machine programs it to do 
what is wanted. 


Ironically, only the people who work 


closely with computers are fully aware 
of their stupidity; as one of them has 
famously said, "A computer can make 
a mistake in a thousandth of a second 
that it would take a million men to 
make working for 100 years." Only the 
layman, innocent of any mathematical 
or scientific expertise, imagines that 
calculators or computers bear the 
remotest resemblance to the human 
brain. 


Ads such as this deserve a "worst" 


award because they downgrade man 
and falsely venerate his technological 
products-heading many companies, for 
one thing, to buy computers they can't 
afford and don't know how to use, while 
laying off people whose skills are 
deemed obsolete. But the brain never 
becomes obsolete, unlike the machines 
it devises. 
Tipping not allowed 


In the communist society on mainland 


China, there is no tipping. According to 
Emmett Dedmon, author of "China 
Journal," published by Rand McNally, 
"It is considered an insult if you offer a 
tip." There is no bargaining, either. All 
prices are fixed by the state. 


William f. Buckley 
Television tends 
to distort news; 


I do not think the press is "distorted" 


or "vicious" in any categorical sense, 
but I do think there is a tendency in the 
press to magnify and thus distort: and 
unquestionably Mr. Nixon is frequently 
the victim of that kind of thing. Permit 
me to recount a personal experience. 


Ten days ago I spoke at Kansas State 


University. In response to the question, 
What did I think the future held out for 
Mr. Nixon? I replied that the odds had 
now in my opinion changed, favoring 
the possibility of resignation. 


The next day I met happily with 


Senator Goldwater at the annual meet- 
ing of a foundation of which he and I and 
a few other tigers (including Senators 
Tower, Thurmond, and Lausche) are 
trustees. After the meeting was over, 
Senator Goldwater and I drove to the 
airport together and, awaiting our 
flights, chatted together at the coffee 
shop. 


Declined interview 


A moment or two later a gentleman 


materialized who identified himself as 
being from the local CBS. He desired us 
to perform before his camera crew 
respecting Mr. Nixon and Watergate. 
We declined —ever so politely, and ever 
so firmly. Presently we got up, passed 
the camera crew and the indomitable 
reporter, saying, amiably, not a word. 


The following morning, front page, 


New York Times. "Newsmen in Wichi- 
ta, Kansas, reported seeing Senator 
Barry Goldwater of Arizona and 
William F. Buckley Jr., the conserva- 
tive columnist, in 'deep discussion' at 
the airport there today. Mr. Buckley 
spoke last night at Kansas State 
University where he said that he 
believed Mr. Nixon would resign 
because of the Watergate scandal at the 
urging of Mr. Goldwater and other 
friends. Mr. Buckley and Mr. Gold- 
water were quoted by The Associated 
Press as saying they expected a 
startling development in the Watergate 
affair in the next few days." 


In due course I received a telephone 


call from the New York Times, wanting 
to know more about the sensational 
development I had predicted. I replied 
that I knew of no sensational develop- 
ment, had predicted no such thing, nor 
had Senator Goldwater in my presence. 
On the matter of resignation, I 
explained that to say the odds favor 
resignation is different from predicting 
resignation. To say the odds favor rain 
tomorrow is not to predict 
rain 


tomorrow. 


These nice distinctions were not 


reported back to the readers of the New 
York Times. Perhaps the distinctions 
are too nice. Professor Hugh Kenner 
has recorded that a newspaper is a "low 
definitional medium," and that it is 
unsafe to attempt in it a thought the 


accuracy of which depends on* the 
correct placement of a comma. 


Now, a week having gone by, I am 


receiving mail from all over the wprld, 
asking when would the news come out of 
the "startling development" I'that 
brought Senator Goldwater and irie to 
make a "secret rendezvous in Wiehita, 
Kansas" for the purpose of discussing 
the "mechanics of President Nixon's 
resignation."

Court ruling 
again on 
integration 


Review fails to clear Benedict Arnold 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Supreme 


Court agreed today to consider for a 
second time whether federal courts may 
'reach into the suburbs to desegregate 
predominantly black inner-city schools. 


The court also agreed to decide 


whether whites are unconstitutionally 
discriminated against by a University of 
Washington law school policy that gives 
preference to minority members. But 
the court declined to hear arguments by 
policewomen in Nassau County, N.Y.. 
who claim they are denied an equal 
chance at promotions. 


The Supreme Court agreed to review a 


federal appeals court ruling that the only 
constitutional way to desegregate De- 
troit city schools was to include 
predominantly white suburban school 
systems in any desegregation plan. 


The issue of crossing established 


school district and county lines in pur- 
suit of school desegregation deadlocked 
the court 4-4 last term. No precedent is 
established by tie votes. 


Michigan officials and 43 of the 


suburban Detroit school systems 
challenged the June ruling by the full 
U.S. Circuit Court in Cincinnati. The 
justices agreed to bear their appeals in 
a routine order. 


The law school admissions case has 


aroused widespread interest because of 
its potential effect on "affirmative ac- 
tion" admissions policies designed to 
increase the percentage of minority 
students. 


The appeal was brought by Marco De. 


Funis Jr. of Seattle, who brought suit 
after he was rejected twice for admis- 
sion to University of Washington law 
school. 


De Funis charged, and school ad- 


ministrators acknowledged, that the 
school policy permitted admittance of 
minority students with lower grades and 
other qualifications. 
. The Nassau County policewomen ar- 
gued that the police department and 
county civil service commission 
discriminate against women by main- 
taining a two-track promotion system 
segregated by sex. 


In other action today, the court: 
-Suspended convicted Watergate 


conspirator G. Gordon Liddy from 
practicing Jaw before the Supreme 


Court. As is usual in such cases, the 
court ordered Liddy to show cause 
within 40 days why he should not be 
permanently prohibited from practic- 
ing law before the high court. 


-Struck down an Illinois law requiring 


voters who wanted to change party af- 
filiations to make the switch 23 months 
before a primary election. 


-Ruled that U.S. employers may 


refuse to hire resident aliens without 
violating a civil rights law clause 
prohibiting discromination on the basis 
of national origin. 


-Declined to hear challenges to a 


Maine law holding oil companies liable 
for off shore spills from ships heading for 
terminals in the state's Portland Har- 
bor. 


The circuit court, while approving a 


multidistrict approach for Detroit 
desegregation, sent the case back to the 
district court for formulation of a 
specific plan. 


Lawyers for the plaintiffs who brought 


the desegregation suit in 1970 and 
lawyers for the Detroit board of educat- 
ion had maintained that Supreme Court 
review was premature. The justices 
should wait, the lawyers argued, until 
they had the District Court's plan before 
them before ruling on the constitu- 
tionality of the desegregation remedy 
proposed. 


The Circuit Court ruled 6 to 3 that the 


Detroit school board and the state of 
Michigan had acted to keep the races 
separate, and found no alternative to 
multidistrict desegregation. 


"The only feasible desegregation plan 


involves the crossing of the boundary 
lines between the Detroit School District 
and adjacent or nearby school districts 
for the limited purpose of providing an 
effective desegregation plan," said the 
circuit court majority. 


"The power to disregard such ar- 


tificial barriers is all the more clear 
where, as here, the state has been guilty 
of discrimination which had the effect of 
creating and maintaining racial 
segregation along school district 1L.2S," 
the circuit court opinion continued. 


Bombers attack 
Lon No/ palace 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) -A 


Cambodian air force fighter bombed 
President Lon Nol's palace compound 
today, the second bombing of the palace 
grounds in nine months. 


Cambodian national radio said the 


president and his family were unhurt. 
But three other Cambodians were 
reported killed and 10 wounded, wit- 
nesses said. 


Military sources inside Cambodian 


headquarters said the pilot, Lt. Pech 
Lim Kuong, was on a bombing mission 
to Phnom Penh's southern perimeter, 10 
miles south of the capital, when he 
radioed that his bombs would not 
release. 


He then broke away and headed for the 


palace as the other two planes in the 
formation were preparing to land, the 
sources said. There was no further word 
on his fate or what lay behind the 
bombing. 


Antiaircraft gunners around the 


palace said the plane stayed low after 
dropping its last bomb and then flew off 
to the east Most bystanders said the 


plane dropped four bombs but only two 
explosions were heard. 


"We did not expect the plane to bomb, 


but then we heard the sound of the plane 
diving and we ran to get in the truck," 
said an antiaircraft gunner on an ar- 
mored car with two .30-caliber Russian- 
made machine guns. 


Soldiers manning other antiaircraft 


guns near the palace said their guns 
wouldn't fire. 


"We have never practice fired this 


gun," said a gunner on one of the 37 mm 
pieces. "The ammunition would not fit 
in the breech even though we pushed 
down with all our strength." 


Cambodian radio appealo^ to the 


people to remain calm. 


The radio aiso said that U.S. charge 


d'affaires Thomas 0. Enders sent a 
message to Lon Nol which it 
oaraphrased as "reassuring the 
president of American support and 
professing shock at the treasonous act 
committed by the enemy." 


The first explosion hit a large 


conference hall inside the presidential 
compound. The next hit a minute later. 


Saxbe eligibility 
under examination 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 


Judiciary Committee is taking up the 
question of whether Sen. William B. 
Saxbe, R-Ohio, can be made eligible for 
appointment as Attorney General. 


Law school professors and deans and 


the head of the Justice Department's 
Office of Legal Counsel were among the 
witnesses scheduled for today's hearing. 


At issue is whether legislation to roll 


back the attorney general's salary would 
clear away a constitutional barrier to 
Saxbe's nomination, announced by 
President Nixon more than two weeks 
ago but not yet submitted to the Senate. 


The Constitution provides that no 


member of Congress shall, during the 
time for which he was elected, be ap- 
pointed to any federal office for which 
the salary was increased during his 
term. 


In 1969, with Saxbe a member of the 


Senate, the salary of the attorney 
general and other Cabinet members was 
increased from $35,000 a year to $60,000. 


Two Judiciary Committee members, 


Sens. Sam J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C., and 
Robert C. Byrd, D-W. Va., contend that 
Saxbe's appointment as Attorney 
General would be unconstitutional until 
after the expiration of the 6-year Senate 
term to which he was elected in 1968. 


Ervin and Byrd have argued that 


Saxbe's disqualification cannot be 
overcome by legislation to roll back the 
attorney general's salary to what it was

before the 1969 increase. 


The Senate Post Office and Cival Ser- 


vice Committee approved the bill on 
Nov. 13 after a brief hearing, but 
Chairman Gale McGee, d-Wyo., said it 
made no judgment on the constitutional 
issue involved in the Saxbe nomination. 


It left that question to the Judiciary 


Committee, which has agreed to act on 
the measure not later than Wednesday. 


Acting Atty. Gen. Robert H. Bork told 


McGee's committee that the pay-cut bill 
"should remove any constitutional 
question" about Saxbe's appointment. 


none said a precedent was set in 1909 


when legislation was passed cutting the 
salary of the secretary of state to make 
Sen. Philander Knox eligible for ap- 
pointment to the Cabinet post. 


Byrd told the Senate last week that the 


1909 measure was an important legislat- 
ive precedent but "did not resolve the 
constitutional question involved." 


Ervin has sided with him in arguing 


that the passage of legislation cannot 
alter a provision of the Constitution. But 
Bork said in his testimony "the purpose 
of the constitutional provision is clearly 
met if the salary of an office is lowered 
after having been raised during the 
senator's or representative's term of 
office." 


Bork said that Saxbe's nomination will 


not be submitted to the Senate until the 
proposed pay roll back bill is passed by 
Congress.

WASHINGTON (AP) -After poring 


over time-yellowed records, an Army 
board has ruled solemnly that there isn't 
enough evidence to clear Gen. Benedict 
Arnold of Revolutionary War miscon- 
duct charges. 


But Vincent A. Lindner, a Scotch 


Plains, N.J., history buff who reopened 
the ISO-year-old case, says "public 
opinion is now in Arnold's corner" and 
he's going to appeal to Congress. 


The Army's Board For Correction of 


Military Records did not look into 
treason accusations that have blackened 
Arnold's name throughout history. 


What it did examine was Lindner's 


claim that Arnold should not have been 
convicted by a 1780 court-martial on two 
charges of misconduct, including "using 
public wagons to transport private 
property." 


Lindner contends Arnold was a victim 


of "character assassination" by political 
enemies, that the prosecution never 
proved Arnold profited by his actions, 
and that the general was subjected to 
double jeopardy because a congressional 
committee previously had exonerated 
Arnold of the same charges. 


Recently, about five months after 


agreeing to consider Lindner's formal 
appeal, the Army board notified him 
that "insufficient evidence has been 


presented to indicate probable material 
error or injustice" and that his 
application was denied. 


Raymond J. Williams, the board's 


executive secretary, told a reporter "we 
tried to give the guy (Arnold) a fair 
shake. We spent a lot of time on the 
case." 


Williams said, "We had extreme dif- 


ficulty in locating the records of General 
Arnold's court martial." 


"The records were hard to decipher," 


Williams said. "It was terrible." 


Lindner had no complaint against 


Army board officials, calling them "fair 
minded men working within the 
framework of ...military law." 


But he said in a letter to The As- 


rociated Press that "I have no intention 
of abandoning my appeal." 


Many people who have read or heard 


of his appeal have been writing to him, 
Lindner said, and the mail is running at 
better than nine to one in favor of Arnold. 


Lindner plans to encourage historical 


societies and pro-Arnold people to write 
their congressmen. 


"A congressional committee in 1779 


did find Arnold innocent of these 
charges," Lindner said. "That 
pronouncement has never been altered. 
It is to this body, Congress today — an 
extension of the 1779 body -that we will 
appeal to."

Emergency power bill 
likely to pass Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP) -A Senate 


smarting from charges of inaction is 
nearing expected passage of emergency 
legislation that would give President 
Nixon most of the powers he says he 
needs to meet the energy crisis. 


But the bill, which was scheduled for 


a final vote late this afternoon, could not 
become law until some time next week at 
the earliest, since it also must pass the 
House which does not return from 
Thanksgiving recess until Nov. 26. 


In his Saturday news conference, 


President Nixon said Congress had not 
acted on energy proposals he had made 
as long as two years ago. Nixon said 
Congress had sent him only one of his 
seven pieces of priority energy legislat- 
ion, the Alaska pipeline bill. 


Senate Majority Leader Mike Mans- 


field, D-Mont., reacted to the 
President's statement by saying flatly, 
"He is wrong." Appearing Sunday on 
NBC's "Meet the Press," Mansfield 
accused the President of being long on 
rhetoric and proposals but short on 
specific legislative programs. 


Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., ap- 


pearing on CBS' "Face the Nation," said 


Nixon's statement was "very hard to 
understand." Proxmire said "the 
President simply hasn't grasped" the 
severity of the situation, which accord- 
ing to a Library of Congress study could 
result in fuel shortages of up to 35 per 
cent. 


David Rockefeller, head of the Chase 


Manhattan Bank in New York, predicted 
that the crisis could lead to a zero growth 
rate for the nation next year and a 6 per 
cent drop in industrial production. 
Rockefeller, interviewed on ABC's "Is- 
sues and Answers," said the economists' 
best estimates is that the fuel shortages 
will result in a cut of S3 million a day in 
the economy's growth- 


Mansfield and Proxmire also differed 


with the President on the need for 
gasoline rationing. Nixon said in his 
televised press conference he hoped to 
avoid rationing- 


According to Mansfield, Nixon's 


reluctance to impose rationing is "just 
paving the way to a recession next year.'' 
Proxmire said, "I think gasoline rat- 
ioning is essential, we have to have it no 
matter what happens, no matter how- 


much relief we might even get from the 
end of the Arab boycott." 


The measure before the Senate today 


would give the President the authority, 
but not require him, to order rationing of 
gasoline or any other scarce fuel. 


The bill by Sen. Henry M. Jackson. 


D-Wash., also would authorize such 
energy-saving steps as lowered ther- 
mostats, reduced speed limits and 
shorter school days. Another ener- 
gy conservation measure, which the 
President had not asked for. would cut 
the size of the federal government's 
limousine fleet. 


A provision authored by Sen. Edmund 


S. Muskie, D-Maine, would permit the 
burning of high-sulphur oil and coal by 
allowing violations of clean air stan- 
dards. 


The bill also seeks to make maximum 


use of available fuel supplies by giving 
the President power to order oil and gas 
burning power plants to convert to coal. 


In a similar vein, the U.S. Department 


of Agriculture announced Sunday it is" 
expanding permission to cut free 
firewood in the country's 155 national 
forests. 


Nixon campaigning to clear name 


KEY BISCAYNE, Fla. (AP) - 


President Nixon's 1973 campaign, to put 
Watergate behind him once and forever, 
has begun in earnest with the embattled 
President embracing the role of under- 
dog. 


After holding an unorthodox live 


television-radio news conference Satur- 
day in which he felt compelled to assure 
his fellow citizens that "I am not a 
crook," Nixon made a flying trip to 
politically friendly Georgia Sunday that 
had all the earmarks of a quest for votes. 


Resorting to the sort of regional appeal 


beloved by politicians, Nixon paid 
tribute to the Atlanta Falcons of the 
National Football League as "the 
comeback team of 1973" because it won 
five straight games after opening the 
season with one win and three losses. 
Perhaps, he mused to a Macon audience, 
he should talk to Falcon coach Norm Van 
Brock!in "and find out how they did it." 


Although the Macon stop produced a 


sometimes-noisy demonstration by 
several hundred young people who 
chanted for resignation or impeach- 


ment, the large crowds of Georgians who 
turned out were generally friendly, if far 
less enthusiastic than most campaign 
gatherings. 


After a week of private huddles in 


Washington with congressional 
Republicans and selected southern 
Democrats, Nixon has gone public with 
a Watergate counterattack that is ex- 
pected to produce more public ap- 
pearances, sessions with the news media 
and presidential statements. 


Nixon's decision to go marching 


through Georgia, officially to honor the 
90th birthday of retired Democratic Rep. 
Carl Vinson and the 100th anniversary of 
the Mercer University Law School, was 
made within recent days. 


In similar fashion, the President gave 


little advance notice of his Saturday 
TV-radio appearance at the Disney 
World, Fla., convention of The As- 
sociated Prers Managing Editors As- 
sociation. 


Both stops, plus a Tuesday stopover at 


a Republican governors conference in 
Memphis en route back to Washington, 


were fitted quickly into the blueprint for 
Nixon's most ambitious effort yet to 
dispel the Watergate cloud that has en- 
veloped him. 


The President drew his biggest crowd, 


generously estimated at up to 20.000. 
upon arrival Sunday at Robins Air Force 
Base near Macon. After being presented 
with petitions of support bearing 37,000 
signatures, Nixon made a stump speech 
that, in parts, was a carbon copy of some 
he delivered during the 1972 "campaign 
that won him a landslide victory. For 
instance: 


"Let me tell you that, because we have 


opened communication with countries 
that we completely disagree with in 
philosophy, the People's Republic of 
China and the Soviet Union, I believe 
that we can build a peace that will last, 
not just 10 years, but will last for a 
generation and more.. "

Milk supply skids 
down 3 per cent 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The nation's 


milk supply dropped about 1.7 billion 
quarts this year and will dry up further 
in 1974 because fanners are sending 
more cows to market to help cut ex- 
penses, the Agriculture Department 
says. 


The department predicted on Tuesday 


that 1973 milk output would be 116.5 
billion pounds, down about 3.7 billion 
from last year. One quart is equal to 
about 2.1 pounds. 


The department's Outlook and Situat- 


ion Board said per-cow production is 
dropping for the first time in 30 years, 
contributing to the decline in total milk 
output. 


To be a top producer, a dairy cow 


needs ample rations of high-protein 
feed, such as soybean meal. But feed 
costs have climbed, forcing many cows 
on an economy diet. 


"Expensive feed, accompanied by 


strong slaughter cow prices, have 
caused heavy herd culling, and more 
dairy farmers are calling it quits." the 
board said. 


"The decline in milk cow numbers has 


accelerated to about 2.5 per cent this 
year, the sharpest drop in three years," 
the report said. 


Looking ahead to 1974, the report said: 


"Milk output per cow may resume its 
upward climb next year, but the 
increase probably will only partly offset 
the expected drop in milk cow 
numbers." 


Meanwhile, milk prices paid dairy 


farmers averaged $8.10 per 100 pounds, 
on an all-use basis, in October, up 27 per 
ient in one year, the report said. 
~- For all of 1973, the farm price average 


is expected to he about $1 per 100 pounds 
mote than the 1972 avenge, the report 
said. In the first half of 1974, farm prices 
of milk "should continue snowing strong 
gains over year-earlier levels," it added. 


Wholesale prices of most dairy 


products jumped sharply last August 
and September and "retail dairy prices 
were soon following suit," the report 
said.

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Farm prices 
show decline 


MADISON —Although prices for most 


Wisconsin farm products remained 
greater than a year ago increases in 
milk, and feed grains and hay were not 
great enough in mid-October to offset 
weakened cattle, egg and soybean 
prices that resulted in a decline from a 
month earlier. 


A report issued by the Statistical 


Reporting Service, a cooperative state- 
federal agency that monitors crops and 
farm prices, said the index of prices 
received for farm products in mid-Oc- 
tober was 533 per cent of a 1914-1916 
base. 


"Lower prices for milk cows, beef 


cattle, calves, nogs, lambs, eggs, and 
soybeans contributed most to this 
decrease since mid-September. Higher 
prices for milk, corn, oats, barley and 
alfalfa hay were only partly offsetting," 
said the report. 


Corn prices averaged $2.15 during 


mid-October for a three cent increase 
from a month earlier and a 98 cent jump 
from a year ago. 


Oats were $1.15 per bushel and 


showed a 10 cent increase from the 
preceding month. The price was 40 
cents greater than last year. Soybeans 
at mid-October decreased from $ $5.75 
per bushel in September to $5.70 in 
October. Last year soybeans sold for 
$3.05 per bushel. Barley prices gained 
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14 cents per bushel to reach $1.84 and 
alfalfa hay was $29 per too for a $1.50 
gain from a month earlier. A year ago 
alfalfa hay sold for $30 per ton. 


Cattle prices declined for the second 


month, according to the report. Steers 
and heifers were $42 per hundred- 
weight Slaughter cows returned $34 per 
hundredweight which was down $1 from 
a year earlier from the preceding 
month but an $8 gain from last year. 
Calf prices decreased from $€8 per 
hundredweight at mid-September to $67 
in October. A year ago calves sold for 
$49.50 per hundredweight. Milk cows for 
herd replacement sold for an average of 
$620 per head on Oct. 15, down $5 from 
the previous month. A year ago the 
price was $480 per head. 


Hog prices at mid-October were $39.80 


per hundredweight, a decline of $3.20 
from the preceding month but above 
$27.40 prices of a year ago. Sheep prices 
averaged $11.50 — up 50 cents from a 
month earlier and $5 more than last 
year. Lambs were $28.80 per hundred- 
weight which was a decrease of $3-20 
from a month earlier but $1.80 more 
than in 1972. 


Eggs sold at 58 cents per dozen. Last 


year at the same time eggs sold for 29 
cents per dozen. 


Milk prices increased to an average of 


$7.73 per hundredweight in Wisconsin 
compared with $7.45 a month earlier 
and $5.83 a year earlier.

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Shared tax decision won't be hasty

MADISON — Dane County Circuit 


Judge W. L. Jackman said Friday be 
wouldn't make a hasty decision regard- 
ing partial distribution of $165 million in 
shared taxes to state municipalities. 
• 


Jackman has become the central 


figure in the legal maneuvers which city 
officials from Milwaukee, Neenah, 
Oshkosh, Green Bay and other leading 
cities hope will result in a revision of 
population estimates for 1973. 


The cities have filed suit against the 


Department of Administration and the 
Department of Revenue, contending the 
estimates, which are used to determine 
the amount of state shared taxes a 
municipality will receive, were made by 
"arbitrary and capricious" means. 


A suit to gain testimony from top of- 


ficial sin both departments has been ini- 
tiated by Milwaukee and Beloit, but the 
other 10 municipalities since have joined 
in the petition. 


In fact, Green Bay Mayor Thomas 


Atkinson traveled to Madison with two 


other Green Bay city officials to support 
an effort by Milwaukee and Beloit of- 
ficials to have some of the $165 million 
distributed and to have state officials 
ordered to testify on the methods used in 
determining the estimates. 


Green Bay's interest in the case is cri- 


tical. The state estimated that Green 
Bay's population for 1973 is 88,231, while 
city officials are thinking more around 
the area of 89,946. The city receives 
approximately $35 per head which 
means that the city and state are about 
$60,000 apart. 


Jackman refused to make a bench 


decision on either the partial distribution 
controversy or the effort by the cities to 
get Administration Secretary Joe. E 
Nusbaum and other officials to testify. 


"If you think I'm going to decide this 


from the bench," Jackman said, "you're 
mistaken. I'm not going to make the 
decision by the seat of my pants." 


The state Supreme Court handed 


Jackman a subtle hint earlier in the week 
by stating it saw no reason why a partial 


distribution of funds could not be made. 
Checks to all state municipalities 
originally were scheduled to be mailed 
Monday. 


But Jackman earlier had issued a res- 


training order prohibiting any distribu- 
tion and he listened Friday to adminis- 
tration and revenue officials wplain why 
a partial distribution would be, as they 
saw it, "illegal and impractical." 


Attorneys for the state argued that a 


partial disbursement now would not only- 
invite future law suits from other 
municipalities but would not prevent 
some cities or counties from getting too 
little or too much, depending on the out- 
come of the other cities' suit. 


If all the funds are distributed now, 


the cities appealing the actipn would be 
left without a recourse since the money 
would be spent and no provision exists to 
makeafter-the-fact corrections. 


Since the money will not be sent out 


Monday, it will remain in the state 
treasury and collect about $42,000 worth 
of interest per day. 


City of Milwaukee officials devised a 


formula by which the funds could be 
partially distributed immediately, leav- 
ing about $10 million in the state coffers 
until the pending litigation is settled. But 
state attorneys argued that the system 
would not be foolproof. 


Walter McCanna, revenue department 


director of state-local finance, said it 
would take at least six days for his 
department to prepare a computer 
print-out if the court ruled in favor of a 
partial distribution. 


The state's argument against allowing 


Nusbaum to testify is that his depart- 
ment has just been following the 
madates of the state legislature, as 
defined in the budget. City officials ap- 
pealing the final figures say they have 
not been given ample opportunity to pro- 
test the figures. 


If Jackman rules against allowing the 


state officials to testify, the appealing 
cities will continue their court case in an 
effort to prove that the estimates were 
made in error.

Studded tire damage 
$15 million annually

MADISON —The deep concern of state 


highway administrators about road 
damage attributed to the use of studded 
motor vehicle,tires during the cold 
weather months is shown in a statement 
filed with the legislature that the 
prohibition of such tires could save up to 
$15,000,000 a year in unnecessary wear on 
Wisconsin highwav pavements. 


A number of states in the country have 


declared the use of such studs illegal, 
including several neighbor states, and a 
new bill offered in the state senate would 
outlaw them starting with the next 
winter season. 


Another anti-stud measure that is 


pending would penalize the use of such 
tires by imposing a heavy tax on their 
sale, thereby provide an indemnity fund 
to cover the road surface erosion that 
higway engineers say results from the 


use of tires in which metal studs are em- 
bedded to provide more reliable traction 
during periods of ice and snow. 


Among the backers of legislation to 


outlaw the studs are Sen. Jack Steinhil- 
bert of Oshkosh, assistant majority 
leader of the state senate, and Sen. Fred 
Risser of Madison, leader of the 
Democratic caucus in the legislature's 
upper house. 


The highway division's damage cost 


estimate relating to the wear of 
pavement by studs was taken from a 
previously unpublished study completed 
two years ago at the request of a senate 
highways committee which deliberated 
the objections to tire studs. 


The committee at that time failed to 


reach a conclusion. 


The new cost estimate was provided in 


a fiscal analysis of the tire stud prohibi- 
tion bill, in conformity with the rules of 
the legislature. 


KENOSHA, Wis. (AP) -University of 


Wisconsin regents were urged Friday to 
consider a new state medical school as 
an alternative to the state's continued 
subsidy of a private school. 


The proposal was among recommen- 


dations submitted to Board of Regents 
hearings on UW's blueprint of 
postgraduate schooling throughout its 
sprawling, multicampus system. 


UW, which has a medical school in 


Madison, ought to develop another one at 
the University of Wisconsin-Milwaukee, 
Rep. George Molinaro, D-Kenosha, told 
a Kenosha hearing. 


The legislature should use funds for a 


UWM school rather than continue its 
subsidies to the Medical College of 
Wisconsin, formerly Marquette Univer- 
sity's medical school. 


Legislators, he said, "do not intend to 


put tax dollars into that private institut- 
ion" forever. 


"If we are going to run a second 


medical school, it should be run under 
the 
University 
of Wisconsin-Mil- 


waukee," Molinaro said. 


At a La Crosse hearing, Kenneth E. 


Lindner, chancellor of UW-La Crosse, 
called for postponement of UW plans to 
develop a regionalized postgraduate 
system based at UW-Eau Claire. 


Linder said the Eau Claire, La Crosse, 


River Falls and Stout campuses have 
formed what he called a regional con- 
sortium and that it could handle allocat- 
ion of postgraduate courses. 


Lindner asked regents to postpone the 


regional center approach until 1975. 


A La Crosse attorney, Curtis Storck, 


accused UW of trying to "concentrate 
educational opportunities on the 
Madison campus" by misusing the laws 
under which the UW system was merged 
three years ago with the nine schools in 
the former state universities system. 


"We in La Crosse are conservative 


enough to want our sons and daughters 
to have a local education," he said, "and 
not have to pay the extra expense of 
sending our youngsters to Madison, 
Milwaukee, Oshkosh or Eau Claire." 


The Kenosha hearing chiefly involved 


UW-Parkside, whose future under UW's 
"mission statement" contains an un- 
dergraduate curriculum in liberal arts,' 
engineering technology and business, 
and post-graduate curriculum geared to 
the campus' specialties. 


Joseph Noll, a Kenosha Republican, 


said he had not been originally 
enthusiastic about the Parkside invest- 
ment, but has changed his mind. 


"I think it has to become a univer- 


sity," Noll said. "The people of 
southeastern Wisconsin deserve it."

Girls raise 
enrollment at 
boys school

MADISON —Admissions to the Lincoln 


School for Boys near Merrill increased 
substantially, in part because of the ad- 
mission of more girls to the training ins- 
titution for juvenile delinquents. 


Population characteristics were relat- 


ed in the annual report of the three-year 
old institution submitted to the state 
board of health and social sen-ices. The 
school was originally designed to receive 
boys committed by order of juvenile 
courts, but was later changed to a co 
educational institution. 


Last year admissions rose to 344, 


including new commitments and re- 
turns, including 49 young girls. Peak 
population during the year was 266, 
which equalled rated capacity. 


The staff report commented that the 


female residents of the institution show 
more instability than the boys who are 
committed. Most of them come from the 
northern counties and "appear to have a 
greater isolation from their families 
than males do." the state supervising 
board was informed. 


The instability of many of the girls, it 


was said, has contributed to the need for 
more personal attention and greater 
staff expenditures. 


The heavy staff requirements are 


illustrated in the high per capita operat- 
ing costs of the school. During fiscal 1972, 
according to another analysis submitted 
to the supervising board, costs per 
student committed to the institution 
reached SI,143 a month, of which about 
SS08 represented salary costs. At latest 
count, the staff totaled 171 persons. 


Average age of boys at the institution is 


slightly under 17 years while the average 
age for girls is about 15''2 years. 


In other highlights, the institution 


management told the board that: 


The repeater rate is substantial and 


"significant" with more than 18 per cent 
of yearly commitments representing 
young people who had previously been 
committed to the school. 


The number of commitments related 


to "the drug culture" is stabilizing, with 
about 12 per cent of the institution 
population "solidly in the drug culture" 
and about 30 per cent who can be 
described as drug experimenters.

Natural Resources, denied this fact, 
whereupon attorney Robert Lutz, Chil- 
ton, pointed out from the statute books 
that if the town board failed to act on the 
Igeal petition filed with them within 45 
days, the DNR would be required to do 
so. 


Mrs. Viola Walker said she was 


worried about the sanitary district pay- 
ing for the system while an owner with 
lots to sell could pocket the extra money 
and the original persons would be foot- 
ing the bill. Town Chairman Edward 
Earth answered that there are rules to 
follow, and the commissionars and en- 
gineers of the district would be in 
charge of setting up the regulations. 


County Planner Roland Tonn noted 


that the problems in the village were 
evident. "The soil in the area is a silt, 
loam which is an extremely wet soil. It 
has very low permeability for private 
sewage disposal systems, and there is 
poor drainage." 


Mathis charged that conditions that 


presently exist in the village have been 
brought to the attention of the town 
board which failed to do something 
about them. 


Barth again said that the board 


wanted the people to solve their own 
problems, and this is the only way. 
Septic tanks will not work in this area, 
and the county is not issuing a single 
permit, so this hinders potential 
growth, he said.

"The thing is to keep people from 


being out and scaring condors off when 
they are eating." said Gordon Heebner.

He said there are only about 50 of the 


black-and-bnnvr. birds with reddish- 
orange heads and observers fear the 
species could become extinct without

So four biologists are drafting a plan 


to gi%e the b:rd with a nine-foot wing 
span more elbow room at the table. 


Condors are found only in an arc from 


the bottom of the Sierra Nevada through 
:he Tehachaps Mountains and into the 
Pacific Coast Range 


National forests in that arc have con- 


trols to ensure the safety of the bird, so 
the p!ar. ;s centered on protecting the 
cor.dors while they scavenge dead cattle 
on nearby private lands. 


The third draft of the plan was 


reviewed here last week during the fall 
meeting of a condor advisors committee 
composed of state and federal 
representatives and the National 
Audubon Society. The final draft is ex- 
pected by the spring meeting. 


It may involve leasing some "small, 


isolated tracts" that condors frequent, 
Heebner said. 


"The idea is not to exclude everybody 


all the time. The idea would be to assure 
condors as much privacy as possible 
during the time they are using it," he 
explained.

Auto manuals misleading on octane needs 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Following 


directions in the owners' manuals can 
cost car owners $1 or more a ta/ik at the 
gasoline pump. 


The reason is the new octane ratings 


posted on gasoline pumps at the order of 
the Gist of Living Council. 


The owners' manuals for at least the 


early models of 1974 American cars 
universally recommended a gasoline of 
91 "research-octane" or better. 


The white circular stickers on gas 


pumps generally offer a choice between 
gasolines with octanes of 87 or 90 or 95. 
What the owner of any American car 
built since 1972 wants is 87. 


Octane measures the antiknock 


properties of a gasoline. Using a 
gasoline with too low an octane can 
damage the car's engine. Using a 


gasoline with too high an octane is a 
waste of money. 


The difference between a tankful of 87 


octane and 95 octane can reach $1. 


But all octanes are not alike. 
Any owner's manual printed prior to 


this year couches its recommendation in 
terms of research octane, which is based 
on antiknock properties under mild 
operating conditions. 


Another type of octane —motor octane 


— measures the antiknock properties 
under more severe conditions. 


When the government first proposed 


requiring octane posting, the oil com- 
panies complained that the traditional 
measure, research octane, wasn't a fair 
measure. The companies didn't much 
like motor octane alone, either. 


So the government compromised. It 


took the research octane rating, added 
the motor rating, divided the sum by two 
and ordered the number pasteo on 
gasoline pumps. 


Generally, the posted octane ratings 


are 87 for unleaded regulars, 90 for 
leaded regulars and'93 for premiums. 
The ratings can vary from brand to 
brand, however. 


One reason the Cost of Living Council 


ordered the octane posted was to detect 
any hidden price increases achieved by 
lowering octane ratings. 


Sen. Thomas J. Mclntyre, D-N.H., had 


accused the oil companies of cutting 
octane by 3 to 5 per cent before the 
posting was ordered. 


Now that the octane has been posted, 


"we've heard from a number of people 
who are confused," said one of Mcln- 


tyre's staffers. 


The senator has introduced a bill 


requiring oil companies to include the 
new octane ratings in their adver- 
tisements and requiring auto makers to 
post the recommended octane in a 
conspicuous place in each car. 


The major automakers are printing 


new editions of their owners' manuals or 
writing letters to 1974 owners.

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Huge gasoline tax 
may be in the offing 


WASHINGTON -Having been turned 


down by President Nixon five times 
earlier this year for a 10-cents-a-gallon 
federal gasoline tax to conserve fuel, 
the Treasury is pushing him hard now 
for an even bigger tax as an alternative 
to coupon rationing. 


Faced with the Hobson's choice of 


rationing or tax increases, Mr. Nixon 
may now reluctantly go along with the 
Treasury. But whereas Congress ten 
months ago might have acquiesced, 
anti-gas tax sentiment today is deeply 
embedded among Democratic leaders 
on Capitol Hill. The problem: any im- 
passe with Congress over how to cut 
gasoline consumption is intolerable in 
the face of the cut-off of Arab oil. 


Last tanker atom I* leave 


Thus, at the eleventh hour with the 


last tanker sailing soon from the 
Mideast, the Nixon administration still 
has not made basic policy decisions on 
conserving energy. What's worse, it has 
not yet even perfected decision-making 
machinery. Nobody is in charge of 
managing the energy crisis and the 
President remains characteristically 
aloof. 


Mr. Nixon was similarly aloof last 


winter when Wall Street investment 
banker William Simon, freshly in- 
stalled as Deputy Secretary of the 
Treasury, proposed an extra 10-cents-a- 
gallon gasoline tax (in addition to the

present 4-cent federal tax). Although 
Simon's primary intent was anti-infla- 
tionary, he also wanted to conserve fuel 
in the energy crisis which then seemed 
so distant to other administration of- 
ficials. 


George Schultz, Secretary of the 


Treasury, fully concurred. But not 
Richard M. Nixon, frozen to the doc- 
trine that Americans have reached the 
upper limits of their tax-paying ability. 


In the curiously detached manner of 


the Nixon White House, there was no 
personal confrontation between the 
President and gas-tax proponents. In 
February, Simon's memorandum for a 
tax increase went up to the White 
House. It came back with presidential 
disapproval. Simon repeated the exer- 
cise in March, April, May and June. 
Four more times Mr. Nixon said no. 
Finally, in June, Schultz advised his 
deputy to desist. 


Jehn Love named energy czar 


At the point, John Love resigned as 


governor of Colorado to become Mr. 
Nixon's energy czar. But though the 
energy shortage was clearer and the 
danger of Arab reprisals more im- 
minent, Love adopted no contingency 
plans. Only last Sunday did Love 
recognize the probability of coupon 
rationing. 


Meanwhile, the energy experts as- 


sembled at the Treasury by Simon (who 
have declined to join Love's disjointed 
operation) have drafted a plan for con- 
serving 2.7 million barrels of oil daily 
without coupon rationing. Everything 
from using cold-water detergents to 
mandatory 50-m.p.h. speed limits is 
included. But the Treasury's biggest 
single saving, 780,000 barrels a day, 
would result from pooling passenger 
cars.

gasoline rationing? A huge gasoline tax. 
So, the Treasury is now pressing for an 
extra tax between 20 cents and 30 cents 
a gallon. Added to price increases 
caused by short supplies, this would 
push a gallon of regular gasoline over 
one dollar this winter —steep enough to 
force car pools and discourage con- 
sumption. 


To Schultz and the Treasury's other 


laissez-faire advocates, this is vastly 
preferable to installing a semi-per- 
manent rationing bureaucracy. The 
Treasury would compensate the impact 
on lower tax brackets by tinkering with 
other taxes — perhaps lowering the 
telephone excise, perhaps reducing in- 
come tax rates for those earning less 
that $15,000 a year. 


NixM recognizing situation 


Inside the administration it is 


believed Mr. Nixon has belatedly come 
to realize that bitter medicine —higher 
taxes or coupon rationing —is essential. 
Counting on the President's allergy to 
rationing, dating from his World War II 
experience as an OPA (Office of Price 
Administration) 
bureaucrat, 
the 


Treasury is betting he will take the tax 
route. 


But it may be too late, considering the 


mood on Capitol Hill. Rep. Wilbur D. 
Mills of Arkansas, just returned after 
back surgery, is inclined against higher 
gas taxes. So is Rep. Al Ullman of 
Oregon, acting as chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee in Mills's ab- 
sence. Sen. Henry M. Jackson of 
Washington, top Senate spokesman on 
energy questions, vigorously prefers 
rationing over taxes. 


Besides, no tax increase has yet 


been approved at the White House, 
where decision-making remains glacial 
dispite the crisis. Proposals to the 
President must be funneted through his 
chief of staff, the overworked Alexander 
Haig. Energy czar Love refuses to take 
command. The identical condition that 
produced inaction as the energy crisis 
approached inhibits rapid action now 
that the crisis is here.
